LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 


Jacksonville,  Florida,  February  lltli,  1902. 
To  Eis  Excellency  IF.  g.  Jennings,  Governor  of  Florida.- 
Sir: 

The  statutes  of  Florida  impose  iiiion  the  1 resi- 
dent of  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  duty  of  represent- 
ing to  the  Governor  of  the  State  what  may  have  trans- 
pired in  health  mattei-s  during  the  year,  together  with 
such  recommendations  for  a future  improvement  of  sani- 
tary conditions,  and  health  government  of  the  State  as 
may  serve  the  peo])le  by  conducing  to  tlnur  lives  and 
commercial  activity.  xVccordingly  I herewith  present 
you  with  the  Annual  Beport  of  the  State  Health  Oflicer 
for  the  vear  1901,  which  my  colleagues  and  myself  not 
only  approve,  but  highly  commend  to  you  for  favorable 

consideration. 

IVe  heartily  approve  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
State  Health  OHicer  for  a F.acteriological  Laboratory  for 
we  recognize  the  many  advantages  which  must  arise  from 
this  most  useful  proposed  addition  to  the  State  Board’s 
appliances  in  detecting  disease.  This  subject  is  ably 
discussed  in  the  Last  Annual  Beport  of  the  State  Health 
Officer,  and  is  again  referred  to  this  year.  So,  too,  do  ^^e 
approve  of  the  restoration  of  the  Tortugas  group  of 
Islands  to  the  Marine  Hospital  Service  to  be  used  as  a 
A’atioual  Quarantine  Station,  and  commend  the  action 
taken  already  to  effect  this  subject,  as  well  as  that  which 

is  further  proposed.  . . 

A change  of  Civil  Government  in  Cuba  within  the 

year  will  probably  bring  about  an  altered  state  of 
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health  supervision  of  the  municipal  sea-ports  of  that 
Island,  and  which  already  the  people  of  the  United  States 
anticipating  and  fearing  regard  with  the  keenest  soli- 
citude. Aside  from  the  increased  freedon  from  Yellow 
h e\  ei  intioduction  into  our  Southern  sea-ports  which  we 
ha\e  enjoA’ed,  as  a result  of  methods  introduced  and 
0])crated  by  the  United  States  Government  since  its 
occu])ation  of  Cuba,  our  commerce  has  increased  and 
those  restrictions  which  prior  to  1898  were  considered 
needful  against  shi])piiig  from  Havana  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  have  been  so  greatly  lightened  that  our 
trade  with  Cuba  has  been  largely  benefited.  The  State 
Health  Officer  calls  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  this 
subject,  and  his  suggestion  for  a suitable  memorial 
through  you  and  our  Congressionaal  Delegation,  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  praying  for  a continuance 
of  Scinit<ir\  ('ontrol  in  ( uba,  at  least  for  some  time  yet, 
is  both  valuable  and  timely,  and  meets  with  our  approval, 
proval. 

By  ex])iration  of  commissions  of  the  members,  the 
Board  was  reorganized  in  June  last,  when  the  Honorable 
A.  ]>.  Broward,  Honorable  H.  B.  Simpson  and  myself, 
who  had  been  appointed  as  successors,  met  in  Jackson- 
ville, under  circumstances  peculiarly  difficult  and  trying, 
the  State  Board  of  Health  then  being  not  onlv  heavily 
in  debt  and  in  the  midst  of  im])ortant  negotations  with 
the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  Service  (Treasury 
])epartment)  incident  to  the  transfer  of  the  State's 
(Biarantine  Stations,  but  the  recent  fire  in  that  city  had 
destroyed  the  office  and  entire  collection  of  records  of  the 
Board,  and  it  seemed  then  that  the  work  of  the  Board,  as 
contemplated  by  the  Statutes  on  health  matters,  must 
be  started  new;  therefore,  it  will  be  recognized,  I think, 
that  my  induction  into  the  Presidency  of  the  Board  was 
not  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances.  As  has 
been  stated  by  the  State  Health  Officer,  it  was  a per- 
plexing task  to  unravel  a confused  mass  of  accounts  and 
(o  harmonize  apparent  discrejiancies.  This  was  apparent 
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only  for  the  moment,  as  the  very  admirable  system  of 
yonchers  as  kept  by  the  State  Health  Officer  very  present- 
ly showed.' 

The  Board,  during  the  past  six  months  of  1901,  has 
not  only  been  somewhat  embarrassed  in  its  work  by  lack 
of  suitable  office  facilities,  of  room  and  appliances,  which 
in  a business  way  contributes  so  largely  to  a proper 
administration,  but  also  by  the  unavoidable  necessity  of 
greatly  reducing  the  fixed  monthly  expenses,  now  almost 
to  a point  of  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  public 
health  service. 

3Iy  colleagues,  with  myself,  desire  to  express  to  your 
Excellency  our  grateful  appreciation  of  valuable  as- 
sistance received  from  you  in  the  matter  of  ^Maritime 
quarantine  transfer  to  the  ]\Iarine-Hos])ital  Service, 
which  is  gone  into  at  some  length  by  the  State  Health 
Officer  in  his  report  to  the  Board,  and  which  need  not 
here  be  repeated,  except  to  say  that  we  recognize,  but 
for  your  interest  and  personal  intervention,  we  could  not 
have  accomplished  what  was  proposed  by  the  15oard,  nor 
in  such  acceptable  and  mutually  gratifying  terms  to  both 
the  State  of  Florida  and  the  United  States  Treasury 
Officials. 

Your  expressions  of  coniidence  in  the  aims  and 
efforts  of  the  Board  toward  a health  protection  and 
advancement  of  the  State,  is  most  valued  and  pleasing.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  of  Florida. 

Gentlemen — The  transactions  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  of  Florida  for  the  year  1901,  being  the  Thirteenth 
Annual  Eeport  of  the  Board,  are  herewith  presented,  al- 
though the  very  recent  publication  of  the  report  for  1900 
vould  almost  seem  to  make  another  report  so  soon  quite 
unnecessary.  It  is  disappointing  not  to  be  able  to  show 
more  real  sanitary  work,  for  at  the  comnu-ncement  of  the 
year,  and  in  the  report  made  to  you  last  Januarv,  an 
amount  of  earnest  labor  in  this  line  was  projected  and 
provided  for,  which  no  doubt  would  have  greatly  bene- 
fited the  state  by  increasing  its  health  reputation,  aid- 
ing physicians  in  a diagnostication  of  disease,  have  pro- 
longed life,  by  decreasing  sickness  and  mortality,  and 
would  also,  it  is  thought,  have  contributed  very  materially 
to  the  commercial  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  State, 
lor  twelve  j^ears  the  Board  had  faithfully  and  zealously 
studied  the  life  wave  of  the  State,  and  the^ealth  environ- 
ment of  the  people,  and  had  thus  accumulated  and  com- 
piled a large  quantity  of  material  from  which  was  pro- 
posed this  year  to  produce  statistics  valuable  and  likewise 
instructive.  A decade  record  of  marriages,  births  and 
deaths,  which  were  accurately  kept,  and  for  which  the 
Board  had  received  several  complimentary  notices  from 
other  collaborateurs  in  the  same  field,  gave  a fair  basis 
to  form  a reasonable  if  not  an  altogether  accurate  esti- 
mate of  the  increase  or  decrease  of  population,  healthful- 
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ness  of,  01*  j)i’evailiiig  sickness,  in  the  different  sections  of 
the  State,  and  from  the  facts  thus  gathered,  to  formulate 
useful  and  practical  measures  to  further  better  the  health 
and  living  of  the  ])eople.  Besides  this  compilation  of  vital 
statistics,  a vast  amount  of  material  in  the  nature  of  cor- 
respondence, and  ])apers  relating  to  the  habits,  occupa- 
tion and  general  welfare  of  the  people  in  the  different 
counties  and  sections  of  the  State,  had  been  collected 
from  time  to  time,  and  which,  by  comparison  with  each 
other,  and  with  other  States  under  like  circumstances  of 
population,  both  transient  and  permanent,  and  commer- 
cial life,  would  have  disclosed  interesting  as  well  as  con- 
vincing proofs  of  the  superior  excellence  of  the  climate 
and  healthfullness  of  Florida,  as  well  as  a peculiar  nat- 
ural exemjition  from  ejiidemic  influence  of  those  con- 
tagious diseases,  which  when  existing  or  introduced  into 
more  northern  climates  tend  to  spread  or  become  alarm- 
ingly prevalent. 

Why  this  comprehensive  work,  Avhich  was  arranged 
for.  and  laid  out  on  the  '-trestle  board*'  of  the  Board,  has 
not  been  accomplished,  as  was  hopefully  planned  when 
the  Board  last  met  in  annual  session,  is  explained  in  a 
foot  note  to  the  Twelfth  Annual  Beport,  which  only  with- 
in a few  weeks  has  been  issued,  and  which  describes  so  ac- 
curately the  situation  in  which  the  Board  finds  itself,  that 
it  is  here  again  given : 

'-The  calamitous  fire  which  visited  Jackson- 
ville on  the  3rd  of  .May  last,  and  which  nearly 
obliterated  the  city  ])roi)er  fronff  the  map,  de- 
sti'OA’ed  also  the  building  in  which  was  located 
the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  burning 
up  com])letely  every  record  and  ])a])er  belonging 
to  the  Board  exce])t  the  minute-book.  Thus  in  a 
few  moments  the  Avork  -of  twelve  years,  in  re- 
search, com))ilation  and  accumulation  Avas  re- 
duced to  ashes.  It  is  inpiossible  to  atteni])t  to 
estimate  the  loss  Avhich  the  Board  has  sustained, 
for  money  can  never  replace  the  statistical  tables, 
nor  the  correspondence,  nor  items  of  facts  and 
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iigm-en  whicli  had  hagan  to  make  tlie  oflice  of  the 
oard  ii  stofcdioiise  of  infoniiatiou  to  the  state 
and  in  a great  measure  to  file  country;  nor  is  it 
po.ssible  to  restore  them,  e.xcept  very  imper- 

of3  ,Vi  made  for  the  absence 

of  tables  and  addenda,  wliieh  fhrougliout  the  re- 
port are  alluded  to.  because  the  fir.st  edition  of 
this  report  was  burned  with  other  jiapers.  It 
had  just  been  printed,  itnd  the  day  of  the  tire  wa.s 
deliiered  to  the  (dtiee  of  the  Board,  ready  for 
m.uling.  I ai  t of  the  edition  was  in  the  otfice 
and  a part  still  undoliyered.  The  whole  edition 
"as  burned,  and  the  following  is  taken  from  a

t.ibles  or  illustrated  cuts,  had  luckily  been  filed 
in  the  Goyernor’s  office  at  Tallahassee 
Ibe  indiilgence  t,f  the  Board,  and  through  the  Board,  of 
le  people  of  the  State,  is  therefore  asked  for  the  meao-er- 
ness  and  incompleteness  of  transactions  of  the  ExecuBye

< H congratulations  which  at  the  commencement  of 

last  years  annual  report  were  offered  ”npon  the  yery 
•itoranle  and  promising  conditions  with  which  the  Board 
enters  into  its  thirteenth  year  and  into  the  twentieth  cen- 
nr\,  were  not  realized,  but  as  depre.ssing  and  discourao-- 
ing  as  was  the  state  of  affairs  inimediately  followino-  the 
destruction  of  the  office  of  the  Board,  with  yery  little  to 
work  from  and  nothing  to  work  with,  neyertheless  the 
Altai  Statistic  Diyision  has  been  started  anew,  that  the 
u lire  egistrar  may  in  another  decade  bare  -facts  and 
giires-  from  which  instrnctiye  data  can  be  dereloped. 

- s yet  the  Board  has  but  temporary  offices,  and  has  been 
on  y able  to  conduct  such  necessary  correspondence  as 
"oiild  keep  Its  Executive  Officer  in  close  touch  with  .Mu- 
nicipal and  County  Health  Authorities.  It  is  hoped  that 
as  biiildings  are  erected  in  -Jacksonville  and  offices  suit- 
able for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  are  constructed  and 
equipped,  there  may  be  found  those  whose  rental  come 
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within  the  financial  ability  of  the  Hoard  to  acquire.  It  is 
expected  that  such  will  be  the  case  very  shortly,  when  a 
new  home  may  be  found  and  a speedy  restoration  to  for- 
mer conditions  raj)idly  made.  In  this  rej)ort.  therefore, 
the  efi’ort  will  only  be  <^iven  to  the  number  of  fatalities 
which  have  occnred  in  the  State  since  the  tirst  of  dune,  a 
period  of  seven  months,  and  likewisi*  the  number  of  mai*- 
riages  and  births  for  the  same  ])erio(l. 


There  were  rc(‘orded  from  the  1st  of  Jnm*  to  December 
31st,  4.513  marriages,*  (5,357  births  and  3,08(5  deaths.  Ac- 
cepting the  records  of  seven  months  as  a basis  on  Avhich  to 
com])nte  the  total  birth  and  deatli  rate  for  the  wlude 
year,  it  Avill  be  found  that  according  to  the  last  census  of 
pO])nlation  of  528.54:^,  the  animal  birth  and  death  rate  for 
1001  per  1,000  of  po]>nlation  is  lOMMi,  for  the  former,  and 
10  for  the  latter.  These  figures,  of  course,  can  only  be 
ap])roximated,  for  reasons  elsewhere  given.  The  birth 
and  death  rate  for  lOOIl  jier  1,000  was  17.00  and  11.24. 


GENERAL  HEALTH  CONDITIONS. 

l*i‘om  reports  of  Donnty  Sanit;'ry  .Vgents,  “Sjiecial 
.Vgents”  and  other  corres])ondents  in  dillerent  sections  of 
the  State  it  is  learned  that  the  general  health  of  theState 
for  1001  was  faiily  good.  It  is  true  that  in  one  or  two 
localities  an  nnnsnal  number  of  cases  of  malarial  fever 
develo])cd.  owing  to  extraordinary  and  abnormal  condi- 
tions of  surroundings  and  living,  but  even  the  death  rate  of 
those  })laces  was  not  increased  to  any  a])i)reciable  degree 
over  that  of  former  years.  .Vn  examination  of  the  mor- 
tnarv  tables  ]>roved  this  to  be  corre<‘t.  and  thus  relie\ed, 
to  a «>reat  extent,  some  nervousness  in  this  direction  which 
had  begun  to  be  manifested.

ALACHUA  COUA'TY. 

DR.  J.  HARRISON  HODGES. 

The  health  conditions  of  Alachua  County  during  1901 
have  varied  considerably  from  those  of  the  year  previous. 
During  1900  we  experienced  the  most  severe  epidemic  of 
estivo-autumuai  fever  that  the  country  has  ever  had  • 

while  during  1901  there  has  been  comparatively  little  ma- 
laria  in  aii}^  form. 

Smallpox  continued  to  prevail  to  a slight  extent  dur- 
ing the  early  part  of  the  year.  There  were  one  or  more 
cases  of  the  disease  near  Newberry,  Rochelle,  Archer 
Hainesworth  and  Gainesville.  But  during  the  latter  half 

of  the  year  there  has  not  been  a single  case  in  anv  part  of 
the  countv.

The  county  owes  this  highly  desirable  and  profitable 
immunity  from  the  disease  in  a great  measure  to  the  faith- 
fulness and  efficiency  of  Dr.  E.  Lartigue,  special  agent 
for  the  State  Board  of  Health,  whose  intelligent  super- 
vision of  the  situation  has  contributed  more  than  any 
other  cause  in  ridding  the  County  of  the  last  yestige  of  it. 

As  the  year  closes,  the  County  is  threatened  with 
rather  a seyere  epidemic  of  scarlet  feyer.  This  disease 
has  neyer  jn^eyailed  here  before,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  sporadic  cases,  and  the  local  authorities  were  slow  to 
adopt  the  necessary  precautions  against  the  spread 
the  disease.  But  now  the  County  Commissioners  and  the 
City  Councils  in  the  larger  towns  are  enforcing  rigid  pre- 
cautions and  disseminating  a great  deal  of  yaluable  in- 
formation among  the  people  and  the  disease  will  doubt- 
less soon  be  under  control;  not,  howeyer,  until  at  least 
several  hundred  cases  haye  occurred  owing  to  the  general 
infection.  Cases  haye  been  reported  from  Archer.  La- 
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Crosse,  Fairbanks,  Ynlar  and  Gainesville.  The  latter 
place,  with  coniinendable  spirit,  employed  a City  Health 
Officer  at  a salary  of  per  month  to  enforce  quaran- 
tine and  isolation  pi*ecantions,  and  look  after  the  fumigat- 
ing’. With  these  excei)tions  there  has  been  nothing  in  the 
health  condition  in  the  Conntv  during  the  rear  that  re- 
quires  onr  special  comment.  For  the  most  part  the  people 
are  prosperous  and  ha])py  and  enjoying  good  health. 


DR.  E.  LARTIOUE. 

The  health  conditions  prevailing  during  the  past  year 
in  Alachua  County  as  a whole  have  been  good.  There  has 
been  less  malarial  and  typhoid  fever  than  for  several 
years  i)revions.  Smallpox  made  its  appearance  during 
the  si)i*ing  months  at  six  places  in  the  County^  but  was 
prom])tly  taken  in  charge  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  eradicated. 

During  the  months  of  Xovember  and  December  there 
were  a great  many  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  Gainesville 
and  other  parts  of  the  County,  but  as  soon  as  the  proper 
measures  were  taken  bv  the  citv  authorities  of  Gaines-

BKADFOKD  COUATY. 

DR.  JNO.  0.  AVILLS. 


The  health  of  Bradford  Conntv  has  been  A'erv  good 
during  the  past  year.  Several  cases  of  scarlet  fever  Avere 
reported  from  the  Avest  side  of  the  County,  Avith  t.Avo  or 
three  deaths.  There  have  been  various  kinds  of  fcA’ers  of 

malarial  origin,  but  no  sickness  at  any  time  assuming  an 
epidemic  form. 

Our  people  are  becoming  better  informed  every  year 
as  to  the  importance  of  strict  sanitation  as  their  only 
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means  of  guarding  themseh’os  against  diseases  that  are 
pi eA  enbible,  AAhich  realization  1 attidbute  in  great  meas- 
ure to  the  ])ersonnel  of  the  medical  profession  in  Brad- 
ford ('ounty,  Avho  compare  A’ery  favorably  Avith  any  com- 
munity in  the  State. 

BBEVARD  COUYTY. 

DR.  AA^  L.  riUGlILETT. 

The  health  of  the  people  of  this  (BreA^ard)  County 
!ins  been  generally  good  tlirougdiout  tlie  year,  the  birth 
rate  above  normal,  and,  1 should  say,  the  death  rate  lower 
than  usual. 

the  climatic  conditions  liaA’e  aA’eraged  A’eiw  satisfac- 
torily and  AAT  escaped  the  severe  gales  Avhich  frequently 
piawail  in  the  autumn.  We  liaA^e  had  our  full  share  of 
mosquitoes,  but  no  noticeable  increase  of  malarial 
tioubles  ( ?).  Perhaps  the  malarial  bearing  mosquito  has 
not  yet  reached  our  coast. 

A e haA’e  had  no  cases  of  yellow  fcA^er.  plague  or 
smallpox  during  the  year.  The  milder  eruptive  diseases, 
measles  and  chickenpox,  have  cropped  out  in  several 
places,  but  no  epidemic.  There  have  been  a feAv  cases 
of  typhoid,  but  no  epidemic  of  this  fever.  AY  have  had 
quite  a general  Ausitation  of  scarlet  fever,  for  the  most 
pait  lecognized  as  scarlatina.  In  seA’eral  places  this  has 
been  quite  prevalent,  but  generally  Avith  very  little  or  very 
loAv  mortality.  In  certain  places  no  restriction  Avas  put 
upon  adults  having  scarlatinal  tonsilitis,  and  it  has  been 
observed  that  in  these  places  scarlatina  has  spread. 

The  Avriter  is  of  opinion  that  this  form  of  tonsilitis  is 
highly  infectious  and  should  be  Avatched,  in  fact  no  mis- 
take AAmuld  be  made  in  the  strict  isolation  and  disinfec- 
tion of  these  patients. 
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CITRUS  COUIS^TY. 

DR.  J.  S.  FELLOWS. 

I am  pleased  to  report  the  health  of  this  portion  of 
Citrus  County  the  past  year  exceptionally  good.  No  epi- 
demic, but  two  cases  of  smallpox,  both  very  mild;  two 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  one  family ; no  death. 

There  has  been  less  sickness  in  proportion  to  number 
of  inhabitants  than  I have  seen  in  forty-eight  years  spent 
in  the  practice  of  medicine. 


COLUMBIA  COUYTY. 

DR.  W.  R.  CHALKER. 


The  health  of  Columbia  County  last  year,  1901,  was, 
I think,  good,  rather  better  than  in  1900.  About  the  first 
of  May  we  began  to  have  a few  cases  of  scarlatina,  in  a 
mild  form,  which  continued  every  few  weeks  up  to  No- 
vember. 

There  were  a few  cases  in  all  parts  of  the  County, 
and  in  many  cases  could  not  be  traced  as  coming  from 
any  one  case.  The  large  majority  of  the  cases  were  mild, 
some  very  mild ; yot  there  were  a fcAV  deaths  from  it.  Tlieie 
were  a few  cases  of  smallpox  scattered  throughout  the 
County  from  February  to  September,  but  since  Septem- 
ber I have  heard  of  no  case  in  the  County.  It  looks  as 
though  we  might  be  through  with  that  pest. 

The  continued  fevers  are  decidedly  less  than  usual. 

There  have  been  a few  cases  of  measles  in  Lake  City, 
of  a very  mild  type.  jNIumps  has  been  prevalent  in  some 

sections. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  County  I think  fairly 
good.  In  Lake  City  we  have  a supply  of  excellent  water 

— artesian. 
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DeSOTO  county. 


DR.  LUBY  S.  SMITH. 


The  sanitary  condition  of  DeSoto  County  is  good, 
bince  my  return  on  August  1st  there  has  been  very  little 
sickness,  and  what  there  was  has  been  of  the  usual  type- 
malaria.  I have  just  learned  to-day  of  a case  of  scarlet 
eicr  about  two  miles  from  town.  I have  not  seen  this 
case,  but  from  the  evidence  obtainable  I should  judn-e  it 
to  be  a genuine  case  of  scarlet  fever.  M'here  it  originated 
am  at  a loss  to  know.  The  child,  I understand,  has  not 
been  away  from  home,  and  there  being  no  other  case  in 
the  County,  the  origin  is  obscure. 

I think  1 can  safely  say  that  there  has  been  less  sick- 
ness this  fall  than  any  season  during  my  residence  in  De- 
Soto  County. 


DUVAL  COUNTY. 

DR.  F.  D.  MILLER. 

The  general  health  of  Duval  County  for  the  past  vear 
was  anything  but  flattering;  almost  the  whole  popula- 
tion, witli  few  e.xceiitions,  suffered  with  one  to  a dozen  or 
more  attacks  of  fever  in  one  form  or  another,  viz;  reinit- 
teiit.  intermittent,  complicated  in  many  instances  with 
grave  sequalae,  such  as  gastro-intestinal  catarrh,  followed 
by  slow  continued  fever  with  slight  remittent  svinptoins 
but  otherwise  similar  to  a specific  typhoid;  also  a few 
cases  of  a hemorrhagic  type,  but  less  marked  than  the 
year  previous.  A^arious  causes  have  been  assigned  for 
tins  condition,  especially  the  great  fire  of  May  .3d,  water 
hyacinth,  etc.,  but  the  water  in  no  wise,  except  the  de- 
coiu])ositioii  of  vegetable  matter. 

in  the  first  instance,  as  stated,  remittent  and  inter- 
mittent and  Its  sequalae  prevailed,  as  malaria  is  abso- 
lutely the  cause  of  these  conditions,  escaping  sewer  gases 
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and  oartli  closets  cmild  have  nothing  to  do  witli  causing 
same.  Fevers  ])i*evailed  all  over  the  County,  and  was  es- 
pecially observed  along  the  river  villages,  viz:  ]\Iandarin, 
Chaseville,  rnnnner  City,  New  Iterlin  and  as  near  the 
month  of  the  river  as  Fulton,  Mayport,  Pilot  Town  and 
along  the  immediate  coast  line  of  Ft.  George  Island  and 
Pablo  Iteach,  ten  miles  south  of  the  St.  .Johns  lighthouse, 
which  ])i‘oves  conclusively  that  the  local  surroundings 
have  nothing  to  do  in  cansing  the  prevalence  of  fevers  pre- 
vailing. In  my  ojiinion.  the  causes  are  purely  climatic. 
For  the  last  tlu*ee  years  we  have  had  verv  heavv  rainfall 

* t * 

in  the  early  spring,  and  prevailing  continnally  throngh 
the  Slimmer,  thus  being  a most  favorable  condition  for  the 
propagation  of  mosquitoes  caused  by  standing  water  in 
pools,  ditches,  etc.,  that  are  nsnally  dry  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  The  water  hvacinth  in  itself  is  regarded  as 
beneficial,  being  a clean,  healthy  plant,  much  relished  by 
cows,  hogs  and  poultry,  going  to  prove  that  it  is  in  no 
wise  noxious:  when  growing  close  in  shore  it  adheres  to 
the  nind  flats  and  grows  to  enormous  size,  elfcctnallv 
screening  the  snn,  and  the  roots  absorb  all  decaying  and 
noxious  matter,  purifying  instead  of  contaminating  the 
atmos])here. 

Another  condition  prevailing  along  the  t^t.  .Johns  and 
tribntai-ies  is  the  abundance  of  fresh  water  the  last  three 
years,  salt  water  tides  seldom  reaching  as  high  ii])  as 
Jacksonville,  most  of  the  time  the  water  l>eing  ])erfectly 
fresh,  when  in  past  years  salt  tides  jirevailed  many  miles 
np  the  river  and  its  tributaries,  until  this  year  the  fresh 
water  was  so  high  until  the  sewers  were  rendered  useless 

in  manv  instances. 

« 

Fbnallpox  had  been  stamped  ont  in  this  County  until 
this  fall  a few  cases  traceable  to  other  cities  have  pre- 
vailed in  a verv  malignant  form.  The  worst  to  contend 
Avith  at  the  present  time  is  scarlatina,  and  only  obtainable 
in  Jacksonville,  but  the  disease  to  my  certain  knowledge 
prevails,  and  has  prevailed,  in  many  parts  of  the  County 
and  surrounding  toAvns.  It  is  necessary  that  some  steps 
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be  tiikeii  to  look  after  these  cases  in  the  Countv,  or  at 
least  try  and  educate  the  country  people  to  observe  better 
sauitary  rules,  at  least  the  immediate  surroundings. 

In  Jacksonville  most  of  the  cases  have  been  sporadic 
showing  no  center  of  infection,  often  attacking  very 
toung  (hildren  that  have  been  isolated  within  their  own 
premises;  the  only  rea.son  assigned  for  this  is  that  the  in- 
fection is  carried  in  the  clothing  of  negroe.s,  as  very  few 
cases  among  this  race  have  been  reported.  Am  .satisfied 
that  the  disease  has  prevailed  extensively  through  the 
negro  .section  of  Jack.sonville  during  the  last  year  or  two. 

Other  conditions  here  will  come  up  to  the  usual  aver- 
age of  past  years. 

ESCAMBIA  CaUNTY. 

DR.  WARREN  E.  ANDERSON. 

Dm  ing  the  a ear  there  have  been  thirty  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  in  the  County,  with  only  one  death!  A majority  of 
the.se  cases  can  bo  traced  to  Alabama,  where  iu  the  lower 
Counties  the  dise.ase  has  been  existing  the  greater  part  of 
the  time,  and  daily  communication  has  been  uninter- 
rupted with  this  city.  All  cases  have  been  promptly  re- 
ported and  precautions  taken  to  prevent  a spread  of  the- 
disease. 

In  every  instance  the  premises  have  been  thoroughly 
fumigated,  and  iu  not  a single  case  has  a recurrence  of 
the  disease  taken  place  in  the  premises  so  disinfected. 

diphtheria. 

October  25,  1901,  a case  of  diphtheria  occurred  iu  the 
piactice  of  Dr.  A . E.  Anderson  in  the  person  of  a AA^hite 
female,  aged  four  years,  the  daughter  of  IV  T Kin"  an 
expressman.  The  child  died  on  the  27th  of  October,  ^901 
and  AAms  privately  buried  a few  lioni's  after  death  The 
house,  bedding,- clothing,  ett.,  were  disinfected  in  a verv 
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tlioroiigli  manner,  and  although  there  were  several  chil- 
dren in  the  house,  more  or  less  exposed,  no  other  case  oc- 
curred. 

December  1st,  1901,  Dr.  J.  AVhiting  Hargis  reported 
a case  of  diphtheria  in  his  practice,  in  the  person  of  a 
white  female,  aged  four,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Gilliard,  an 
upholsterer,  living  in  the  central  portion  of  the  city.  All 
necessary  precautions  were  taken ; the  child  died  the  next 
day  and  was  privately  buried.  The  premises  were  disin- 
fected thoroughly  and  no  other  case  occurred. 

The  health  of  the  County  has  been  better  than  for 
the  past  four  years.  Xo  diseases  of  an  infectious  char- 
acter other  than  those  noted  have  occurred.  Even  ma- 
larial fevers  have  not  been  reported  since  last  May. 

The  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  here  is  called  on 
nearlv  everv  week  bv  home  seekers,  and  in  each  instance 
all  information  regarding  health  matters  and  sanitation 
has  been  tendered  them. 

The  Countv  is  in  a fair  sanitarv  condition. 


FKAXKLIX  COUXTY 


DR.  E.  L.  STEWART. 


The  year  1901  was  marked  b}’  more  than  the  usual 
number  of  cases  of  malaria,  though  of  a mild  form. 

Smallpox  and  scarlet  fever  are  reported,  also  some 
cases  of  measles,  though  I am  jileased  to  state  mortality 
from  all  causes  has  been  about  the  normal  rate,  not  above 
it,  I am  assured.  At  present  writing  I know  of  not  a 
single  case  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  in  the 
whole  County.  A case,  now  and  then,  of  pneumonia  is 
reported. 

I think,  on  an  average,  Franklin  County  will  show  up 
favorably  in  health  matters.

The  dii)htheria  cases 
were  anything  but  mild,  and  proved  fatal  in  from  twenty-

Aside  from  these  troubles  there  has  been  nothing  out 
of  tlie  usual  run.  Some  fevers  of  dilferent  types  and  a 
few  cases  of  dengue  fever  left  over  from  1900

HERKAXDO  COUA’TY. 

DR.  S.  STRINGER. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  it  becomes  my  duty  to  report 

the  sanitary  condition  of  this  county  during  the  past 
twelve  months.  ^ 

'J'here  has  been  very  little  severe  sickness  in  the 
County  until  during  the  past  three  months,. when  scarlet 
fever  made  its  appearance  in  our  midst  and  caused  Sev- 
ern deaths,  but  the  majority  of  cases  of  this  disease  was 

of  simple  form  or  type.  It  lingers  with  us,  but  oiilv  in 
sporadic  cases. 
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During  the  early  spring  and  summer  the  only  ail- 
ments in  the  County  Avere  of  malarial  t^^pe,  but  of  A^ery 
mild  character.  I am  A’ery  glad  to  say  that  smallpox  has 
not  been  heard  of  in  Hernando  County  during  th^year, 
although  a large  number  of  turpentine  and  railroad  la- 
borers liaA’e  been  employed  here. 

During  the  rainy  season  the  precipitation  AA\a.s  not 
as  great  as  has  been  some  years,  although  sufficient  to  fill 
the  lakes  and  streams  to  the  usual  standard  and  saturate 
the  earth  to  that  degree  AAdiich  AA’e  haA^e  learned  to  appre- 
ciate as  a regulator  of  our  unequal  climate.  The  fall  of 
temperature  has  gone  as  Ioaa*  as  tAventy-tAA’O  degrees  on 
one  occasion  during  December,  but  our  fall  and  AAunter 
has  been  so  regular  and  ])leasaut  that  feAA^  catarrhal  af- 
fections haA’e  prcA’ailed. 

That  dreadful  epidemic,  la  grip,  has  not  Ausited  our 
County  during  the  past  year.  We  luiA^e  enjoyed  a year  of 
the  usual  healthfulness  of  our  County.

HILLSBORO  COUNTY. 

DR.  CHAS.  AVAI.  BARTLETT. 

During  the  month  of  January  Aye  had  a ease  of  small- 
pox,  Ayhich  aatis  the  only  case  Ayithin  the  city  of  Tampa. 
Three  more  suspicious  cases  Ayere  reported,  but  they 
proA’ed  not  to  be  ^smallpox.  At  the  time  of  the  smallpox 
case  some  of  the  citizens  became  alarmed,  and  the  applica 
tions  at  the  office  for  yaccination  Ayere  numerous,  though 
they  afterAATards  became  less,  and  during  the  month  of 
^larch  the  onh’  yaccinations  done  Ayere  colored  people  go- 
ing to  Key  AVest. 

During  the  smallpox  scare  I tried  to  get  the  sick  man 
conyeyed  to  the  pest  house,  but  found  it  impossible  to  get 
a yehicle  to  carry  him,  and  Ayould  suggest  that  some  ar- 
rangement be  made  for  this  in  the  future.  AVe  had  also 
three  cases  of  smallpox  at  St.  l^etersburg,  and  tAyo  sus- 
picious cases  reported  in  Ayhich  the  disease  had  adAaanced 
to  such  a stage  that  no  diagnosis  could  be  made.  All 
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persons  exposed  to  the  smallpox  AA^ere  at  once  A^accinated. 
One  case  of  smallpox  A\^as  reported  also  at  Port  Tampa. 
In  this  case,  like  the  others,  the  man  Avas  nearly  A\^ell,  and 
it  AA\as  probably  not  smallpox,  because  none  of  the  persons 
exposed  to  it  took  the  disease. 

Typhoid  feyer  has  preyailed  in  the  city  of  Tampa 

during  the  AAdiole  year.  As  the  cases  are  not  reported  to 

this  office  I cannot  giA^e  the  exact  number,  but  fourteen 

deaths  during  the  year  in  this  city  Ayere  due  to  this  dis- 
ease. 

From  the  County  I haye  had  no  reports  of  the  preya- 
lence  of  typhoid  feyer.  The  cases  of  typhoid  feA^er  could 
not  be  attributed  to  the  contamination  of  the  A\Tater  sup- 
ply of  the  city,  and  to  me  it  seems  to  be  attributable  to 
the  flies  carrying  the  contamination  from  the  open 
pnyies.  Although  the  city  of  Tampa  has  noAy  extensive 
seAA  erage,  connections  AAuth  the  same  are  feAsq  and  AA^e  still 
continue  to  use  the  old  style  of  privies  Avhich  Ave  had  be- 
fore the  seAverage  aatts  put  in. 

In  connection  Avith  typhoid  fever  I Avill  say  that 
there  is  a house  on  Taliaferro  street  in  AAffiich  Dr.  Green 
has  had  a case  of  typhoid  feA^r  every  year  since  the 

Spanish  Avar.  This  year  the  house  aatts  thoroughly  disin- 
fected. ^ 

Scarlet  fever  made  its  appearance  in  the  city  of 
Tampa  during  the  month  of  July,  though  Dr.  Greeir  the 
City  Health  Officer,  receiA^ed  no  report  until  the  early  part 
of  August.  On  inA^estigation  by  Dr.  Green  and  myself  it 
Avas  found  that  ten  cases  AA^ere  not  reported  that  took 
place  in  July,  and  probably  there  Avere  a number  more  that 
we  did  not  find.  The  cases  in  Tampa  have  been  of  such  a 
mild  type  that  it  is  my  belief  that  a good  many  cases  Avere 
not  reported  and  no  precaution  AA^as  taken,  and  that  has 
been  the  cause  of  infection.  I also  belicA^e,  but  liaA^e  no 
legal  proof,  that  some  of  the  physicians  have  failed  to  re- 
port cases  coming  to  their  notice.  During  the  month  of 
August  tAA^elve  cases  Avere  reported,  nine  in  September, 
ten  in  October,  tAA^eh^e  in  November  and  seven  in  Decern- 
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ber,  making  a total  of  sixty  cases  in  the  city  limits  and 
five  cases  in  the  surrounding  country.  Dr.  Green,  the 
City  Health  Officerj  has  managed  the  disinfection  and 
quarantining  of  the  houses,  using  the  yellow  flags  for  the 
notiflcation  of  the  public,  which  I think  has  been  the 
cause  of  our  having  a less  number  of  cases. 

Strict  measures  were  also  taken  in  the  public  schools, 
and  orders  Avere  given  that  all  the  children  should  use 
their  OAvn  drinking  cups.  The  school  houses  were 
thoroughl}’  cleaned,  and  the  floors  scrubbed  Avith  bi- 
chloride of  mercury  at  leaist  once  a Aveek,  and  children  re- 
ported sick  Avere  not  alloAved  to  return  to  school  unless 
provided  AAuth  certificates  from  the  City  Health  Officer  or 
the  Board’s  agent. 

In  my  opinion  the  health  of  the  city  of  Tampa  has 
been  extremely  good  for  this  year,  as  in  my  personal  ex- 
perience I have  never  seen  so  foAV  cases  of  summer  com- 
plaint among  the  children. 

^lalaria  has  also  greatly  diminished,  and  this  is  not 
only  my  personal  observation,  but  other  physicians  of  the 
city  have  so  expressed  their  belief.  When  the  seAverage  of 
the  city  is  completed  and  thorough  drainage  established 
I think  from  the  present  outlook  this  fever  Avill  prevail 
A^erv  little  in  this  citv. 


JACKSON  COUNTY.

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JEFFERSON  COUNTY. 

DR.  j.  p.  willia:ms. 

The  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  Jefferson 
CounW  for  1901  has  been  exceptionally  good,  better  than 
for  the  past  five  A^ears. 

With  the  exception  of  Scarlet  Fever,  have  had 
no  epidemics  or  contagions  diseases.  The  Scarlet  Fever 
has  been  general  over  the  County,  but  of  very  mild  type, 
M-ith  only  two  or  three  deaths  reported,  and  then  com- 
plicated with  malarial  fever.  Have  had  very  little 
malarial  fevers,  and,  but  few  cases  of  Wphoid  reported. 

DR.  A.  B.  HARRISON. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  county  is  passablA^ 
good. 

Y e have  had  A^ery  little  sickness,  comj)ared  with  the 
preAuous  year.  Probably  tAventy  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in 

Monticello  and  Jefferson  County,  AAuth  tAA^o  or  three 
deaths. 

Several  deaths  from  other  causes  among  the  young, 
and  seA^eral  of  our  old  citizens  have  died. 

LAKE  COUNTY. 

DR.  W.  D.  BUSH. 

During  the  year  Avhich  has  just  passed,  1901,  Lake 
County  has  experienced  one  of  the  most  healthful  periods 
for  at  least  SIX  years  past.  Very  little  sickness,  and  that 
AAdiich  Ave  did  have  in  the  spring  and  first  months  of  the 
year,  was  pneumonia,  bronchitis  and  colds,  and  later  ma- 
larial feA^ers  and  mild  forms  of  Oq^hoid  feA^er.  There  Avere 
also  tAA^o  or  three  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  east  end  of  the 
CountA . At  the  close  of  the  A^ear  some  feAA"  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  at  Leesburg,  Avhich  Avere  mild. 
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Siuce  our  people  have  been  vaccinated,  and  smallpox 
being  of  mild  form,  the  fear  of  such  a disease  is  not  as 
great  as  in  previous  years. 

hen  the  people  are  taught  that  preventive  med- 
icine is  precaution  against  disease,  and  they  thoroughly 
understand  the  importance  of  such,  then  losses  by  an 
epidemic  and  the  occurrence  will  be  small  indeed. 

The  sanitaiw  condition  of  Lake  Countv  is  good;  with 
its  hills  and  clear  lakes  and  good  pure  water  it  should 
continue  in  its  healthful  condition. 

LEOX  COUNTY. 

DR.  HENRY  E.  PALMER. 

I take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  health  of  the 
people  during  1901  was  never  better. 

There  were  fewer  cases  of  malarial  diseases,  and  all 
of  a milder  type  than  usual. 

Scarlet  fever  of  a mild  type  prevailed  during  the 
spring;  about  the  usual  number  of  smallpox  cases  were 
treated.  These  were  isolated  and  quarantined,  and  the 
disease  was  soon  stamped  out.  Sanitary  condition  about 
as  usual. 

LEVY  COUNTY. 

DR.  R.  T.  WALKER. 

The  health  of  Levy  County  during  the  year  1901  was 
better  than  in  1900.  There  was  the  usual  amount  of  colds 
and  catarrhal  troubles  during  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
but  no  remarkable  sickness.  In.Mav  a mild  form  of  scar- 
latina  showed  itself  in  Cedar  Key.  It  was  so  mild  that 
for  a time  no  doctor  was  called  in,  and  the  trouble  was 
not  recognized  until  there  had  been  fortv  or  fiftv  cases. 
By  that  time  it  had  spread  far  and  wide  over  the  town, 
and  continued  for  some  time.  There  were  a few  serious 
cases,  but  most  of  them  were  mild. 
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During  the  summer  there  were  a number  of  cases  over 
the  County  and  a few  deaths,  but  usually  it  was  mild. 

Theie  were  some  cases  of  malarial  fever  during  the 
summer  and  fall,  but  not  as  much  as  usual,  and  nothing 

like  as  much  as  in  1900,  and  it  was  not  so  severe  and  per- 
sistent. 

Ihe  sanitary  condition  of  the  County  is  fairly  good, 
though  there  are  some  needed  changes  in  that  line  that 
would  be  a great  benefit  to  the  people. 

MANATEE  COUNTY. 

HON.  E.  M.  GRAHAM. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  health  con- 
ditions existing  throughout  the  whole  Countv  have  never 
been  better  during  any  one  year  since  my  long  connection 
^^ith  the  State  Board  of  Health,  than  during  the  year  just 
closed,  and  aside  from  other  conditions,  which  naturally 
connected  with  these  important  matters,  I must  attribute 
these  favorable  conditions  to  the  increasing  interest  of 
the  public  in  sanitary  matters,  with  a disposition  to  ob- 
serve the  rules  and  regulations  laid  down  for  their 
ance  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  education  of  the 
people  along  these  lines  has  been  very  marked,  and  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  citizens  in  all  matters  tending 
to  improve  the  public  health  is  evidence  of  the  almost 
total  removal  of  prejudice  and  opposition.  Improved 
diaiiiage  and  seAverage  and  clean  premises  have  been  im- 
portant factors  in  making  Manatee  County  one  of  the  fore- 
most in  the  State  in  the  matter  of  good  health  and  the  al- 
most total  absence  of  malignant  types  of  feA^r  and  con- 
tagious and  infectious  diseases. 

M bile  Manatee  is  a coast  county,  and  therefore  much 
exposed,  nevertheless  there  has  not  been  a single  case  of 
contagious  or  infectious  disease  the  present  year,  such  as 
smallpox  and  yelloAv  feA^r,  the  latter  of  which  was  the 
dread  of  the  public  a few  years  since.  Through  the  splen-  ’ 
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did  achievements  of  the  health  authorities  of  Florida  it 
has  almost  ceased  to  be  a menace,  and  the  public  now 
think  very  little  about  it  in  our  relations  to  travel  and 
commerce. 

hile  stating  the  non-existence  of  infectious  and  con- 
tagious disease,  I can  scarcely  include  the  prevalence  to  a 
limited  extent  of  scarlet  fever  i.n  the  town  of  Xhilmetto, 
during  the  months  of  Xovember  and  December,  because 
the  fevers  were  so  light  and  so  easilv  and  successfullv 
controlled  by  the  resident  physicians  and  town  oOicials, 
it  could  hardly  be  classed  as  an  infectious  and  contagious 
disease  in  their  general  accejitation. 

There  were  about  ten  cases  in  all,  and  only  one  death, 
and  the  fever,  Avith  the  exception  of  one  case,  Avas  confined 
to  the  toAvn  limits. 

Dr.  Phillips,  of  the  U.  S.  M.  IT.  Service,  Avas  sent  here 
by  the  government  to  iiiATstigate,  and  he  reported  to  me 
that  the  treatment  by  the  physicians  and  ollicials  Avas  en- 
tirely satisfactory  to  him,  after  personal  inspection  of  the 
cases. 

A feAv  cases  of  continued  and  typhoid  fever  have  been 
reported,  very  feAV,  if  any,  of  Avhooping  cough  or  measles, 
and  the  death  rate  from  all  causes  has  been  A'ery  small. 

In  this  connection,  and  along  the  line  of  vital  sta- 
tistics, there  is  a prominent  defect  in  the  laAv  relating  to 
burial  permits,  a large  per  cent  of  the  deaths  in  the  toAvns 
never  being  reported,  and  in  the  country  the  reipiirement 
of  a burial  permit  is  Avholly  ignored.  There  should  be 
some  Avay  by  Avhich  a general  observance  of  this  important 
matter  could  be  enforced. 

DR.  J.  B.  LEFFIXGAVELL. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  toAvns  of  this  Coiintv 
has  been  fairly  good  for  the  past  year,  but  there  is  room 
for  improvement. 

The  County  Commissioners,  municipal  authorities 
and  the  people  generally  are  rather  sIoaa"  in  co-operating 
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with  the  State  Board  of  Health.  All  privies  iu  the  towns 
IwAe  the  open  bucket  system  and  are  fairly  well  looked 
after.  In  the  County,  outside  of  towns,  the  sanitary  con- 
dition IS  good.  The  health  of  Manatee  County  has  been 
very  good  during  the  past  year,  and,  with  the”  e.xception

The  general  health  conditions  for  the  year  just  passed 
have  been  e-vceptionally  good.  AVe  have  had  no  sickness 
of  a urulent,  epidemic  character,  and  the  cases  of  sick- 
ness and  the  number  of  deaths  have  been  in  a less  ratio 
than  111  former  years.  There  have  been  neither  scares  nor 

panics,  nor  the  occurrence  of  tho.se  diseases  which  iiiiMit 
occasion  them.  ^ 

11  the  cailj  spiiiig  a few  cases  of  di])htheria  were 
lOUj^  it  to  iiiA  notice.  The  proper  measures  Avere  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  by  isolating  the  cases 
and  disinfecting  the  bedding  and  premises  after  recovery.

The  general  health  conditions  in  ATassan  County  for 
the  year  1901  have  been  good,  and  especially  was  this  true 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  for  during  that  period 
the  County  was  practically  free  from  disease.  But  dur- 
ing the  last  half,  or  to  be  more  accurate,  during  the 
months  of  September,  October  and  A^ovember,  we  were 
not  so  fortunate,  for  during  these  months  malarial  fevers 
prevailed  very  generally,  the  disease  in  most  cases  being 
of  the  intermittent  type,  with  an  occasional  case  of  the 
congestive  variety.  This  disease  was  the  result  ])ossibly 
of  the  peculiar  climatic  conditions  existing  at  the  time,  or 
maybe  were  caused  bt'  an  unwelcome  visitation  of 
“mosquitoes,''  genus  Anopheles. 

With  the  exception  of  a feAv  cases  of  scarlet  fever  of 
a very  mild  type,  no  disease  of  contagious  nature  has  ex- 
isted in  this  County  during  the  past  year. 

OSCEOLA  COUATY.

During  the  year  just  past  we  have  had  one  case  of 
smallpox  and  two  cases  of  varioloid  in  February,  but  from 
that  time  until  December  we  had  nothing  more  than  the 
usual  fevers  and  bowel  troubles.

You 

can  see  by  the  territory  that  I cover,  with  only  Dr 

y eaver  to  assist  me.  and  a few  occasional  visits  from  the 

doctors  in  the  adjoining  territory,  that  we  do  not  have 

a great  deal  of  dangerous  disea.ses,  and  if  it  were  not  for 

patent  medicines  and  procrastination  of  parties  callin'^ 

pr  medical  help  we  would  not  lia\-e  one-third  of  the  prac* 
Lice  we  do  liave. 
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The  cases  of  la  grippe  were  quite  uiiineroiis  during  the 
months  of  January  and  February,  but  were  not  so  diffi- 
cult  to  manage  as  at  the  same  time  the  year  before.  A 
considerable  number  of  cases  of  pleurisy,  called  pneu- 
monia by  the  laity,  and  a yery  few  cases  of  pneumonia,  as 
we  diagnose  it  in  Kentucky,  and  some  cases  of  pueri)eral 
feyer,  as  the  midwiyes  attend  to  about  all  such  cases  in 
the  section  aboye  described  and  elsewhere,  so  it  is  only 
in  desperate  cases  or  as  a last  resort  that  the  medical  fra- 
ternity are  called  in.  I think  midwiyes  should  be  taught 
asepsis,  but  1 haye  neyer  met  one  yet  who  did  not  know 
more  than  all  the  obstetricians  in  the  world,  and  I do  not 
see  how  they  can  be  taught,  for  they  would  aslonish  the 
wisdom  of  this  mundane  globe. 

The  health  during  ^larch  and  April  was  far  better 
than  last  year  at  the  same  time.  In  March  there  was  a 
good  deal  of  rheumatic-arthritic  trouble,  and  a little 
feyer. 

May  and  June  were  yery  healthy  months  as  a rule, 
in  fact  except  those  liying  on  the  edge  of  swamps,  the 
health  of  the  people  was  all  that  could  be  desired.  The 
most  of  the  diseases  in  these  months  were  caused  by  pure 
carelessness,  or,  rather,  disregard  of  dietetic  and  hygienic 
rules,  mostly  bowel  troubles,  especiall}^  among  children 
and  the  yery  aged.  Some  few  ca.ses  of  typhoid  feyer, 
brought  from  ^lanatee  riyer  bottoms,  and  simple  feyers 
and  kidney  diseases. 

In  July  and  August  we  had  a good  deal  of  malarial

feyer,  congestion  of  the  liyer,  and  cystitis.  In  October 
there  was  an  improyement  in  health  and  about  the  same 
diseases  as  in  the  x)receding  months  of  August  and  Sep- 
tember. 

December  was  the  healthiest  month  we  haye  had  in 
fiye  years,  except  one  case  of  scarlatina,  mild,  which  re- 
coyered  and  did  not  spread,  owing  to  strict  quarantine 
effected  and  carried  out.

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WAKULLA  COUKTY. 

DR.  J.  H.  HUNT. 

The  health  of  Wakulla  County  has  been  remarkably 
good  during  the  year  1901.  There  have  been  no  con- 
tagious diseases  in  any  part  of  the  County.  Little,  or, 
one  might  say,  no  malarial  fever.  Mortality  list  perhaps 
smaller  than  any  other  County  in  the  State.  As  to  san- 
itary condition,  it  seems  to  be  no  use  to  talk  sanitation 
to  the  residents;  whatever  nature  has  done  for  them  in 
natural  drainage  is  the  only  protection  from  impure  well 
water.  In  some  parts  of  the  County  the  wells  are 
naturallv  unfit  for  use.  as  they  are  only  surface  water  ob- 
tained from  surroundings  that  must  necessarily  render 
them  unfit  for  use.  Advice  in  this  regard  is  unheeded. 

WALTOK  COUKTY. 

DR.  G.  P.  HENRY. 

The  health  of  this  county  was  unusually  good  during 
1901.  The  usual  quota  of  colds  and  a few  cases  of 
pneumonia  in  the  winter  and  early  siiring,  with  a mild 
form  of  la  gri])])e,  about  sums  iij)  the  troubles  for  the  early 

part  of  the  year. 

During  the  summer  the  malarial  districts  (bordering 
on  the  streams)  had  fever,  and  there  were  a number  of 
cases  of  continued  fever.  The&e  diseases  did  not  prevail 

to  any  alarming  extent,  however. 

The  fall  was  phenomenally  healthy,  and  continued  so 

up  to  January. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  or  contagious  diseases  to 
create  alarm;  the  year  may  be  considered  unusually 

healthy. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  C-ounty  is  as  good  as 
could  be,  considering  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  sanitary 
law  by  the  average  householder. 
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I here  is  a matter  which  confronts  the  people,  and 

Avhich  will  become  a menace  to  health  and  comfort  for 

some  time  to  come.  I refer  to  the  fact  that  the  forests 

have  been  bought  up  largely  by  the  naval  stores  operators, 

after  boxing  the  trees  and  exhausting  the  product,  the 

farm  is  abandoned,  oftentimes  burned  over;  in  any  event, 

the  old  unused  boxes  serve  as  mosquito  propagators.  This 

menace  might  measurably  be  overcome  by  filling  the  boxes 
with  clay. 

WASHIYOTOX  COUXTY. 

OR.  E.  G.  WILSOX. 

Tlio  hcaltli  and  saiiitai-v  condition  of  Wasliington 

.oulity  for  1901  has  been  remarkably  good.  Indeed,  this 

lia.s  lieen  Ijy  far  the  healtliiest  we  liave  had  since  1SS4.  We 

have  Iiad  no  contagions  diseases  of  a serious  nature;  only 

a few  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  in  one  or  two 

localities.

It  is  pleasing  to  state  that  there  were  no  “scares”  or 
“frights-  or  other  manifestations  of  disturbed  mental 
condition  as  regards  healtb  in  the  State  during  the  past 
.tear,  which  when  arising  tend  as  much  to  demoralize  a 
people  in  their  comfort  and  commercial  life  as  an  actual 
visitation  of  contagious  maladies;  perhaps  more  so.  for 
the  terror  of  anticipated  disaster  is  oftentimes  more' hor- 
rible and  to  be  dreaded  than  the  real  presence  of  disease. 

the  only  “incident”  of  the  suininer  noteworthy  of 
mention  was  the  case  of  the  steamer  “Ethelbrytha,” 
which  arrived  in  Jacksonville  from  Progresso,  Mexico 
via  Xew  York  and  Norfolk,  Va..  and  subsequently  at 
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vSaiitiaoo.  (’iiba.  wliere  yellow  fever  was  reported  on  the 
steamer  at  the  date  of  arrival.  A history  of  this  event 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix  to  this  reitort.  in  the  form 
of  telegrams  and  letters  bearing  on  the  subject,  but  when 
condensed  may  be  stated  as  follows  : 

The  itritish  steamer  “lAlielbrytha,"  Cajttain  H.  Tnr- 
goose.  with  a crew  of  about  thirty,  left  Progresso,  .Mexico, 
after  having  loaded  there  with- hemp  for  eight  days.  It 
was  not  learned  from  tlie  vessel's  log  or  otherwise^  that 
during  her  stay  at  Progresso  there  was  any  sickness  on 
board  of  her.  and  but  one  case  of  yellow  fever  at  Pro- 
gresso. althongii  yellow  fever  was  rejtorted  to  exist  (piite 

wides])read  at  Merida,  an  inland  town  connected  bv  rail 

* 

with  P'rogresso.  After  leaving  Progresso.  three  of  the 
( 1 e^^  were  taken  sick  w'ith  a “fever,  and  the  night  before 
reaching  Xew'  York  one  of  the  men  died:  the  voyag(‘  was 
seven  days.  On  arrival  at  the  New  York  Quarantine,  the 
sick  men  w'ere  removed  to  the  Quarantine  Hos](i(al  on 
Sw'inbnrne  Island  and  w'ere  considered  as  “sns])icions.'’ 
A j)()st-m(jrt(>ni  of  the  dead  sailor  seemed  to  w'arrant  the 
Health  Officer  of  Xew'  York — Dr.  Doty — in  ])rononncing 
the  death  as  from  yellow'  fever.  Stibsecpiently  the  tw'o 
sick  sailors,  who  had  been  remo\'ed  from  the  "lAhel- 
brytha"  to  Swinburne  Island  Hos])ital.  rai)idly  conva- 
lesced. and  it  is  stated  they  did  not  Imve  yellow  fever.  The 
steamer  w'as  disinfected  and  released:  at  Xew'  York  the 
ca])tain  was  changed,  as  w'ere  also  some  of  the  crew.  Leav- 
ing Xew'  York  a few'  days  afterw'ai*ds.  she  proceeded  to 
X^orfolk.  A a.,  w'here  she  w'as  examined  by  the  local 
(Quarantine  Officer  and  ])i*ati(]ned.  During  the  steamer's 
stay  at  X^orfolk.  w'hich  was  but  tw'enty-foni*  hours,  the 
cantain's  w'ife  w'as  treated  for  some  “female  trouble.'’ 
but  had  no  temperature,  as  is  stated  by  her  medical  at- 
tendant. Less  than  tw'enty-foni-  honi's  after  leaving  Xor- 
folk  ^Irs.  Tnrgoose  died  and  w'as  buried  at  sea.  On  ar- 
rival at  the  St.  Johns  Liver  Inspection  Station — Mayport 
— the  captain,  in  his  declaration,  stated  to  the  Qiiai-  Mitine 
Officer.  Dr.  ^^facanley.  that  his  w'ife.  w'ho  w'as  ])regnant. 
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had  uncontrollable  nausea  and  vomiting,  and  during  an 
exaggerated  attack  of  retching  she  “broke  a blood  vessel” 
and  bled  to  death..  An  examination  of  the  crew  disclosed 
no  sickness,  either  on  arrival  or  since  leaving  X'ew'  York. 
The  “Ethelbrytha”  remained  for  tw'elve  days  in  the  St. 
Johns  river  loading  for  Santiago  from  the  “Talleyrand 
Docks,”  a shipping  point  for  cross-ties  and  naval  stores 
about  five  miles  below^  Jacksonville.  While  the  “Ethel- 
brytha  ' w'as  at  “Talleyrand”  there  w'as  no  sickness  among 
her  crew.  Stevedores  and  others  employed  in  loading  her 
state  this  positively,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason 
foi  doubting  the  truthfulness  of  their  statements.  Again, 
if  there  had  been  sickness,  the  fact  would  more  than  Pkely 
have  been  made  know'ii  to  the  Marine  IIosj)ital  Surgeon 
at  Jacksonville,  to  wiiom  all  seamen  apply  for  medical  re- 
lief, foieign  as  w'ell  as  United  States.  Xow’'  comes  the 
very  remarkable  feature  of  the  incident.  On  arrival  at 
Santiago,  after  five  days’  run  from  Jacksonville,  many  of 
the  crew'  w^re  sick— nine,  to  be  accurate— and  one  had 
died.  The  United  States  Quarantine  Officer  at  Santiago, 
Cuba,  declared  these  cases  to  be  yellow'  fever,  and  called 
to  his  assistance  prominent  medical  men  of  Santiago  and 
of  Hie  Army  stationed  there,  w'ho  w'ere  unanimous  in 
opinion  that  the  post  mortem  confirmed  a diagnosis  made 
during  life.  These  facts  w'ere  rc])orted  to  Washington, 
and  Dr.  Wyman  communicated  them  to  the  State  Health 
Officer  on  September  2Ist,  w'ho  w'as  at  Key  West  at  the 
time.  Immediately  the  Assistant  State  Health  Officer 
W'as  wired  in  the  cipher  of  the  Board  to  institute  quietly 
a searching  investigation  of  the  circumstances,  which  had 
been  transmitted,  pending  the  arrival  of  the  State  Health 
Officer,  W'ho  by  first  boat  leaving  Key  West  departed  for 
Jacksonville.  On  arrival  at  Jacksonville  it  w'as  found 
that  already  the  Assistant  State  Health  Officer  had  pro- 
gressed so  far  in  his  investigation  as  to  w'arrant  the  be- 
lief that  there  w'as  neither  yellow'  fever  at  Jacksonville 
or  in  its  vicinity,  but  the  inquiry  w'as.  nevertheless, 
pushed  W'ith  vigorous  zeal.  Assistant  Surgeon  H B 
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Parker,  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service,  arrived  at  Jack- 
sonville from  ]\'ew  Orleans  within  a few  days,  having 
been  sent  by  Surgeon-General  Wyman  to  assist  the  State 
Health  Officer  in  investigation  and  examination  of  sup- 
posed and  doubtful  cases.  Dr.  Parker  being  an  accom- 
plished and  skilled  microscopist,  rendered  valuable  ser- 
vice in  this  direction  by  frequent  examination  of  the 
blood,  not  only  of  the  crew  of  shipping  at  “Talleyrand’’ 
and  vicinity,  but  also  of  several  who  Avere  sick  in  the  citv 
of  Jacksonville,  and  in  the  Marine  Hospital,  and  whose  ill- 
ness was  occasioning  comment.  The  microscope  in- 
variably, in  the  cases  examined,  showed  either  the  full  de- 
veloped parasite  of  Laverans,  of  the  different  types  of  ma- 
larial fever,  or  half  grown  organisms  of  the  same  char- 
acter, thus  establishing  without  doubt  the  existence  of 
malaria.  In  a case  of  a young  boy  of  fourteen  years, 
whose  type  of  fever  was  most  malignant,  temperature 
running  exceedingly  high,  with  almost  constant  delirium 
from  the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  seizure,  it  was  possible 
to  establish  the  diagnosis  before  death  by  an  examination 
of  his  blood  under  the  microscope,  and  afterAvards  to  con- 
firm the  diagnosis  of  malaria  by  a 'post-mortem  examina- 
tion; the  pathological  changes  in  the  liver  and  spleen 
clearly  settling  that  point.

In  the  case  of  the  IsorAA'egian  steamer  “Vidar,”  Avhich  sub- 
sequently occupied  the  berth  of  the  “Ethelbrytha’’  at  the 
“Talleyrand  Docks,”  during  the  period  covered  by  the  in- 
A^estigation,  it  Avas  possible  AAdth  the  aid  of  the  microscope 
before  this  steamer  Avent  to  sea  to  designate  several  of  her 
creAA’  in  aa'Iioiu  AAmuld  deA^elop  malaria  in  some  form  prior 
to  reaching  port.  It  Avas  afterAAmrds  learned  that  the 
prognosis  had  been  correctly  made,  for  the  U.  S.  Quaran- 
tine Officer  at  Santiago  reported  finding  malaria  on  the 
“Vidar”  Avhen  she  arrived  at  Santiago,  Avhich  AA'as  her  port 
of  destination. 
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Parker,  of  tlie  Marine  IIosi)ital  Service,  arrived  at  Jack- 
sonville from  New  Orleans  within  a few  days,  having 
been  sent  by  Snrgeon-Oeneral  ^Vylnan  to  assist  the  State 
Health  Ollicer  in  investigation  and  examination  of  sup- 
posed and  doubtful  cases.  J)r.  Parker  being  an  accom- 
plished and  skilled  microscopist,  rendered  valuable  ser- 
vice in  this  direction  by  frecpient  examination  of  the 
blood,  not  only  of  the  crew  of  shi]j])ing  at  “Talleyrand'' 
and  vicinitv,  but  also  of  several  who  were  sick  in  the  citv 
of  Jacksonville,  and  in  the  Marine  Hospital,  and  whose  ill- 
ness was  occasioning  comment.  The  microsco])e  in- 
variably. in  the  cases  examined,  showed  either  the  full  de- 
veloped ])arasite  of  Laverans,  of  the  different  types  of  ma- 
larial fever,  or  half  grown  organisms  of  the  same  char- 
acter. thus  establishing  without  doubt  the  existence  of 
malaria.  In  a case  of  a voung  bov  of  fourteen  vears, 
whose  ty])e  of  fever  was  most  malignant,  teni])erature 
running  exceedingly  high,  with  almost  constant  delirium 
from  the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  seizure,  it  was  possible 
to  establish  the  diagnosis  before  death  bv  an  examination 
of  his  blood  under  the  microsco])e,  and  afterwards  to  con- 
firm the  diagnosis  of  malaria  by  a post-mortem  examina- 
tion; the  pathological  changes  in  the  liver  and  s])leen 
clearly  settling  that  point.  So  too  were  blood  examina- 
tions made  of  patients  in  the  ^Marine  Hospital  at  Jack- 
sonville, .<^ailors,  whose  vessels  lav  either  a bow  or  a steim

In  the  case  of  the  Xorwegian  steamer  “^'idar,'"  which  sub- 
sequently occu])ied  the  berth  of  the  ^'Ethelbrytha''  at  the 
^‘Tallevi’and  Docks,"  during  the  iieriod  covered  bv  the  in- 
vestigation,  it  was  possible  with  the  aid  of  the  microscope 
before  this  steamer  went  to  sea  to  designate  several  of  her 
crew  in  whom  would  develop  malaria  in  some  form  prior 
to  reaching  ])ort.  It  was  afterwards  learned  that  the 
prognosis  had  been  correctly  made,  for  the  P.  Quaran- 
tine Officer  at  Santiago  re])orted  finding  malaria  on  the 
^D'idar-'  when  she  arrived  at  Santiago,  which  was  her  port 
of  destination. 
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An  intense  interest  pervades  this  subject,  because  of 
conllictiu- conditions  reported  to  have  existed  on  the 
same  vessel  at  two  different  points  within  such  a short 
period  of  each  other.  If  the  “Ethelbryuia’’  developed 
jellow  fexer  among  her  crew  between  Jacksonville  and 
Santiago,  Cuba,  the  run  being  but  five  days,  why,  it  can  be 
asked,  were  there  not  some  evidences  of  this  disease  shown 
"nhile  the  vessel  was  at  Jack.souville.  and  is  it  not  likely 
that  the  impress  or  markings  of  the  contagion  would  have 
been  left  behind  on  the  stevedores  and  loading  gangs  em- 
ployed on  and  about  the  “Talleyrand^’  docks?  If  the 
Ethelbrytha"  was  an  infected  vessel,  the  infection  xvas 
imbibed  at  Trogresso,  for  since  leaving  that  port  the 
steamer  had  not  been  at  any  point  where  x-ellow  fever  re- 
motely exi.sted,  or  had  she  been  in  anv  suspected  atmos- 
phere. The  question  naturally  arises,  therefore,  how  lon.^ 
xxill  the  poison  of  yellow  fever  remain  dorniant  among 
uiiacclimated  persons  and  material?  From  the  date  that 
the  steamer  was  disinfected  at  Xew  York  to  the  date  when 
the  cases  were  reiiorted  or  that  any  meinber  of  the  crew 
was  sick  on  the  vessel  xvas  nearly  twentv-six  davs.  an  in- 
cubative period,  according  to  known  views  and  very  re- 
cent teaching,  entirely  too  long  for  the  germ  to  live  and 
propagate. 

Conceding  that  the  health  officer  at  the  port  of  Xew 
lork  was  correct  in  his  diagnosis  of  vellow  fever  still  it 
must  be  admitted  that  the  “Ethelbrytha"  was  thoroiiglilv 
disiiifccted.  as  Dr.  Doty  certifies  to  a most  complete  ster- 
ilization of  the  effects  of  the  crew  and  the  furnishings  of 
both  cabin  and  forecastle.  How,  then,  it  can  be  asked 
was  the  vessel  re-infected,  and  why  did  not  some  of  the 
crow,  which  had  been  changed  both  at  Xew  Y’ork  and  Nor- 
folk, develo])  the  disease  xvhile  at  Jacksonville?  A 
complex  triangular  proposition  is  contained  in  this  case. 
Three  adniitedly  careful  observers  certify  to  occurrences 
under  tbeir  observation,  but  which  as  facts  are  opposed 
to  one  another.  The  Health  Officer  of  Xew  York  is  con- 
fident of  the  freedom  of  the  “Ethelbrytha'’  from  coiita-

I gious  principle  of  yellow  fever  when  she  leaves  Xew  York 

on  the  25th  of  August.  The  Health  Officer  of  Xorfolk, 
Va.,  is  equally  positive  in  his  statement  of  inspection  and 
pratique  on  the  13th  of  August,  and  the  Health  Officer  of 
;.n  Florida,  assisted  by  a careful  and  competent  observer  of 

the  U.  S.  Government,  asserts  most  positively  that  be- 
: tween  September  22d  and  29th  they  did  not  find  any  evi- 

dence of  yellow  fever,  either  at  Jacksonville,  at  Talley- 
rand docks,  or  vicinity,  but  that  they  did  find  the  malarial 
■ parasite  in  its  different  forms  both  at  Jacksonville  and  at 

Talleyrand.  Therefore,  there  was  naturally,  in  the  minds 
of  these  latter  investigators,  a plausible  doubt  as  to  the 
correctness  of  the  findings  of  the  Health  Officer  of  San- 
‘ "tit^go,  this  doubt  being  reasonably  strengthened  by  the 

co-existence  of  similar  conditions  on  other  vessels  at  the 
^ same  locality  both  before,  during  the  stay  and  after  the 

■■  departure  of  the  “Ethelbrytha’’  from  “Talleyrand.”  Yet 

the  Health  Officer  of  Santiago  called  to  his  assistance  in 
forming  a diagnosis  of  the  sick  sailors  of  the  “Ethel- 
brytlia,''  besides  Government  lledical  Officers,  exper- 
ienced civilian  practitioners  of  medicine,  who  are  reported 
to  be  skilled  in  the  detection  of  yellow  fever,  and  these  as- 
sert most  positively  that  the  cases  of  fever  on  the  “Ethel- 
brytha”  at  the  time  of  her  arrival  at  Santiago,  Cuba,  were 
yellow  fever.  Who  are  right,  and  who  is  wrong?  The 
- question  will  probably  never  be  decided,  and  yet  it  is  un- 

fortunate that  it  is  not  likely  to  be,  for  just  such  doubts 
expressed,  and  disputed  cases  arising,  produce  contention 
, and  panic  when  }xllow  fever  is  mentioned  on  the  Southern 

I'f-  seacoast  during  any  summer  season.

SMALLPOX. 

During-  1901  there  was  a verv  decided  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  State  over  the  three 
past  years,  and  its  prevalence  was  confined  to  the  first  six 
months  of  the  vear.  During  the  vear  1900,  and  for  the 
first  three  months  of  1901,  it  is  estimated  that  the  Hoard 
had  under  observation  and  control,  and  for  which  finan- 
cial obligations  were  incurred,  some  four  thousand  cases 
of  smallpox.  The  disease,  though  mild  in  chai*acter  in 
the  majority  of  cases,  was  yet  capable  in  infecting  the 
non-])rotected  with  a most  virulent  type,  as  occasionally 
occurred,  and  for  this  reason  the  mild  with  the  malignant 
were  occasion  of  deej)  solicitude  on  the  part  of  the  Hoard 
through  its  Executive  Officer.  Since  the  organization 
of  the  State  Hoard  of  Health,  in  1889,  to  the  ])resent  time, 
the  sup])ression  of  smallpox  and  means  to  prevent  it  from 
a possibility  of  prevalence  in  Florida,  has  been  a theme 
which  has  been  dwelt  upon,  argued  and  pleaded  for  in 
each  Annual  Report  of  the  Hoard.  As  was  said  last  year, 
“After  all,  the  remedt^  lies  in  universal  vaccination  of  the 
people  and  until  this  is  done,  and  perfectly 
done — even  though,  if  it  must  be  by  compul- 
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the  population,  and  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Board  has 
advocated  this  measure  in  each  Annual  Keport,  and  ad- 
vised its  adoption  by  the  people.  A very  conservative  es- 
timate of  the  nnmber  of  cases  of  smallpox  occnrrin^^  in 
the  Htate  during  1900  and  the  spring  months  of  1901 
places  the  figures  at  four  thousand.  The  cases,  of  course, 
were  distributed  over  several  Counties,  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  tabnlar  statement  just  given.  The  statute  of  1899 
made  it  mandatory  upon  the  State  Health  Officer  “to  as- 
sume charge  and  management  of  all  and  every  such  case 
of  contagions  disease."  The  statute  also  directs  that  “all 
necessary  and  legitimate  expense  attendant  upon  such 
ease  or  cases  of  disease,  after  the  State  Health  Officer  or 
his  agent  shall  have  investigated  and  determined  the  same 
and  assumed  management  and  control,  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  public  health  fund  of  the  State  on  vouchers  ap- 
proved by  the  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.'^ 
Therefore,  the  Board  and  its  Executive  Officer  had  no  op- 
tion in  the  matter,  being  obligated  to  carry  out  the  wishes 
of  the  people  of  the  State  as  exjiressed  through  Tvegislative 
enactments.  Although  these  cases  of  smalljiox  were  man- 
aged at  a nominal  cost  of  ten  or  twelve  dollars  jier  case, 
yet  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  total  was  considerable,  and 
the  treasuiw  of  the  Board  was  bankrupted  in  cousecpience. 
Therefore,  when  the  Board  met  in  Annual  Session  in  Feb- 
ruary of  last  year,  and  was  confronted  Avith  this  tiuancial 
embarrassment,  with  the  causes  ojierating  and  jiroducing 
iu:  v/hich  the  Board  did  not  see  any  prospect  of  re- 
lieving owing  to  commercial  demands  in  the  State  for 
imported  labor,  it  promptly  concluded  to  memorialize  the 
Legislature,  soon  to  be  convened,  for  a relief  from  a state 
of  affairs  which  had  contributed  to  the  nervousness  of  in- 
dividuals and  conpiiunities,  and  was  threatening  to  con- 
sume the  total  revenue  of  the  Board.  (Appendix.)  The 
Board  requested  the  Legislature  to  enact  a compulsory 
vaccination  law,  and  presented  a draft  of  a measure  hav- 
ing this  j)urpose  carefully  specified.  The  attoiaieys  of  the 
Board  spent  much  time  and  labor  on  the  projiosition.  bv 
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mimite  exannDatioiis  of  emictmeuts  of  otlier  States,  and 
by  consiiltatiou  of  opinious  aud  decrees  of  many  eminent 
jndiciaJ  bodies  on  the  subject.  Friends  of  tlie  nieasur. 
Slid  of  Florida’s  heaUli  interest  and  reputation  stroiiglv 
advocated  the  passage  of  the  bill.  The  State  press  very  ogn- 
erally  endorsed  the  many  admirable  feature.s  of  the  jirop- 
o.sitioin  and  members  of  the  Legislature  not  bia.sed  or 
prejudiced  chaminoned  tlie  cause  of  the  Board  in  this  re- 
spect on  the  floor  of  both  Senate  and  House.  The  meas- 
iiK.  sliglilli  amended,  but  not  to  .such  an  extent  as  to  em- 
barrass or  defeat  its  salient  features,  passed  the  Senate 
b3  a sood  vote  in  its  favor,  but  failed  of  passage  in  th#

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among  other  things,  then  remarked  that  “while  the  ex- 
pense attending  the  management  of  smallpox  during  the 
year  (1900)  had  been  large,,  it  should  be  borne  in  mindj 
however,  that  the  State  statute  on  this  subject  is  manda- 
tory, and  not  discretionary,  and  the  Executive  Ollicer  of 
the  ])Oard  has  been  left  no  o])tion  in  the  matter.  It  is  af- 
firmed that  the  administration  has  been  conservative  and 
economical,  and  that  bills  for  controlling  this  clasT;  of 
disease  could  not  have  been  lessened  without  defeatiim 
the  object  to  be  accomplished — namely,  efficient  manage- 
ment— or  somewhat  disobeying  the  laws  of  the  State.'^ 
As  aparently  large  as  has  been  the  expenditures  of  the 
Ifoard  for  this  one  item  of  contagions  disease,  care  and 
management  during  the  past  fifteen  months — over  $10,- 
000.00 — yet  it  is  rather  consoling  to  read  that  the  cost  of 
smallpox  in  Kentucky  during  the  recent  jirevalence  of 
the  disease  in  that  State  has  been  many  limes  larger  than 
•ever  Florida  was  called  upon  to  meet.  Quoting  from 
A}ncyicun  Mcdichm 


In  all,  11. 209  cases  are  rejiorted,  with  181 
deaths,  a mortality  of  1.02  jier  cent;  292. 280 
l)ei'sons  were  vaccinated  ; 108,825  had  been  pre- 
viously vaccinated,  leaving  1.225,029.  or  over  02 
per  cent.,  unvaccinated  out  of  a total  population 
^)f  2,117,171.  The  cash  expended  on  account  of 
the  disease  was  $208,271,  and  $721,000  were 
wasted  fi'om  interference  with  and  loss  of  bus- 
iness. It  is  thus  shown  that  negligence  and  anti- 


science are  expensive  luxuiles — expensive  in 
lives,  in  money,  in  loss  of  work. 


The  editor  of  Aincrican  MccUcinG  then  tei*selv  asks, 
“When  will  the  people  and  their  legislators  learn  the  les- 
son 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  .May  last,  when  no  additional  provision  had  been 
made  for  the  care  of  smallpox  or  other  contagious  malady 
which  might  be  introduced  into  the  State,  and  tend  to 
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spread,  althougli  full  represeutation  liad  been  made  of 
pe  condition  of  tlie  Board’s  treasury,  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  of  liepreseiitadves,  the  State  Healtli  Officer  ad- 
dressed the  followiug  letter  to  the  Goveruor  of  the  State

A co])v  of  the  corresi)ondence  which  ensued  and  the 
circular  of  explanation  to  municipalities  and  County  or- 
ganizations, which  was  issued,  is  ])laced  in  the  apjiendix 
to  this  re])ort,  for  obvious  I'easons  of  sjmce,  but  are  al- 
luded to.  fiecause  the  State  Health  OJicer  desires  to  make 
plain  his  reasons  for  invoking  the  assistance  of  the  cities 
and  counties  in  a monetary  way.  Ife  recognized  and 
maintained  to  the  Board  that  to  wait  until  a contagious 
disease  became  ejiidemic  before  interfering  in  the  man- 
agement or  control  of  the  same,  was,  to  use  a homely  ex- 
pression, “to  close  the  barn  door  after  the  horse  had  es- 
caped," for  the  ])rinciple  and  main  idea  in  all  health  su- 
pervision is  to  prevent  the  oceuvvence  of  epidemics  or 
general  ]>re valence  by  restraining  the  first  case,  and  thivs 
eliminating  the  disease  from  its  inception.

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ing  1901.  This  has  not  been  the  case  in  other  parts  of 
the  United  States,  as  learned  from  the  Marine 
Hospital  Service  reports.  For  the  six  months  ending 
December,  31st,  1901,  the  number  of  cases 

of  smallpox  reported  in  the  United  States 
States  was  17,490,  as  against  7,790  for  the  same  period  in. 
1900.  The  decrease  in  this  State,  it  is  felt,  has  been  due 
altogether  to  the  persistence  with  which  vaccination  is 
advocated  and  insisted  upon.  Many  thousand  vaccine 
points  have  been  freely  distributed  and  used,  and  the  em- 
ployment of  this  preventive  measure  against  smailpox 
thus  bears  beneficial  results. 

Much  more  could  be  written  and  said  upon  this  sub- 
ject, which  is  so  intensely  interesting,  equally  to.  the 
Board  and  to  the  people  whom  the  Board  serves,  but  al- 
though it  is  thought  that  enough  has  been  written  here 
and  elsewhere  to  obviously  express  the  views  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive officer  of  the  Board,  yet  as  indicating  the  direc- 
tion of  public  sentiment  towards  vaccination,  there  will 
be  found  in  the  appendix  extracts  from  articles  gathered- 
in  general  reading,  which  gives  a fair  refiex  of  the  public: 
mind,  and  the  high  estimation  which  intelligent  and 
deeply  thinking  people  everywhere  place  upon  vaccina- 
tion, as  the  only  sure  preventive  against  a horrible  and 
loathsome  malady.

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A notable,  and  jjrobably  tlie  most  iin}>orlant,  feature 
of  the  labors  of  the  Board  during-  the  pjist  year,  was  the 
transfer  of  operation  and  management  of  the  Maritime 
Quarantine  System  of  the  State  to  ihe  U.  S.  Marine  Hos- 
pital Service.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Jtoard,  on  the 
19th  of  February  last,  the  President  of  the  Hoard  at  that 
time,  the  Honorable  William.  H.  Henderson,  wrote  to  the 
Governor  of  Florida  that  “in  the  matter  of  the  State 
Quarantine  Stations,  and  j)articularly  the  Mullet  Key 
Quarantine  Station  at  Tampa  Bay,  1 wish  to  say,  that  I 
am  in  receii)t  of  a letter  dated  January  Jlst,  1901,  from 
the  Secretarv  of  the  Treasurv,  in  which  he  informs  me  that 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  a i*ecent  act  of 
Congress,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  estab- 
lish a National  Quarantine  Station  at  that  point,  and  of- 
fers to  consider  a proposition  from  the  Florida.  State 
Board  of  Health  looking  to  the-  sale  of  the  plant  owned 
and  operated  there  by  the  Board.  Keplying  to  the  letter, 
I suggested  that  an  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department 
might  meet  with  us  at  this  time,  when  th(‘  matter  would 
receive  oui*  consideration.  Under  the  circumstances,  I 
of  course,  favor  the  dis]msal  to  the  National  authorities 
of  the  ^fullet  Key  Quarantine  Station  for  the  following 
reason:  When  their  Quarantine  Station  is  built,  should 
our  j)lant  not  be  sold  to  them,  there  would  be  nothing  for 
ours  to  do;  then,  too,  our  station  is  built  upon. land  under 
the  control  of  the  Treasury  Department.  In  connection 
with  the  disposal  of  the  Mullet  Key  Quarantine  Station  to 
the  National  Government,  I shall  also  advocate,  under 
favorable  terms,  the  transference  of  other  State  Quaran- 
tine Stations  as  well,  for  the  following  reasons:  It  seen-s 

to  be  the  purpose  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service,  acting 
under  the  Treasury  Department,  lo  control  Maritime 
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healtli  matters;  so  I deem  it  wise  from  a fiuancial  staud- 
poiiit  to  accede  to  any  proposition  from  tliem,  tendiiio-  to 
the  reimbursement  of  tlie  State  of  Florida  for  her  outlay 
n.  (Quarantine  Stations.  In  the  second  place,  there  would 
be  no  coniiict  of  responsibility  or  authority,  which  has  in 
le  past  been  a source  of  considerable  trouble  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive OlHcer  of  this  Hoard.  The  State  Health  Officer  in 
alluding  indirectly  to  this  subject,  in  his  Iteport  to  the 
mard,  remarked,  that  •‘Much  thought  has  been  given  to 
the  maritime  pha.se  of  State  health  management  with  a

Tins  matter  was  very  generally  discussea  Dy 
the  Hoard  and  a conclusion  reached  that  the  Hoard  had 
no  statutory  authority  to  dispo.se  of  the  (Quarantine  Sta- 
tioiis  of  (he  State  or  to  enter  into  any  co-operative  form 
of  management  of  these  Stations  with  the  General  Gov- 
ernment,  however  much  it  might  be  considered  advanta- 
geous to  the  Hoard  or  the  health  interests  of  the  people  to 
y so;  that  this  power  could  only  come  from  the  Legisla- 
ture. and  therefore  the  reiiresentatives  of  the  people'soon 
to  be  assembled  at  Tallahassee  should  be  asked  to  enact 
a measure  looking  to  the  recommendations  of>  the  Hresi- 
ent  of  the  Hoard  and  the  opinions  of  the  State  Health 
Oflicer  on  this  .subject.  Accordingly,  throngli  the  friendly 
assistance  of  the  advocates,  both  in  the  Marine  Hospital 
Service,  and  in  that  of  the  State,  of  the  proposed  change 
the  maritime  sanitary  managenient  of  the  State,  a very 
satisfactory  agreement  was  devised  and  submitted  to  the 
Board  by  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine  Hospit.al 
..ervice,  through  Surgeon  Glennan.  of  that  service,  who 
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vei-y  ably  acted  as  the  representative  of  the  Treas- 
ury Department  at  a meeting  held  for  this  es- 
pecial purpose  at  Tallahassee  on  the  21st  of  May, 
the  ijroposition  of  iSnrgeon-General  IVyman  was 

accei)ted  by  the  Board,  and  Surgeon  Glennan  was 
re(inested  to  so  notify  his  Department.  (Appen- 
dix.) Previous  to  this  a bill  had  been  introduced  and 
passed  in  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  in  accordance, 
as  it  was  thought,  with  these  views.  (Appendix.)  After 
the  adjournment  of  Ihe  Legislature  it  was  learned  that 
the  Treasury  Department  declined  to  conhrm  the  action 
of  its  representative  at  Tallahassee,  stating  as  a reason 
that  the  State  Legislative  enactment  authorizing  the  sale 
and  lease  of  the  Quarantine  Stations  of.

U.  S.  Treasury  Department  was  in  conllict  with  the  rul- 
ings and  legal  views  of  the  Treasury  Department  olhcials. 
A visit  to  Washington  by  the  State  Health  Officer,  with 
the  Attorney  of  the  Board,  also  failed  to  eftect  a satis- 
factory adjustment  of  difterences,  but  at  a snbsennent 
visit  bv  Governor  Jennings  to  the  Secretarv  of  the  Treas- 
ii]*y  and  Surgeon-General  Wyman,  a plan  was  devised  and 
acce]ited  by  which  the  Board  of  State  Institutions  of

and  1 nited  States.”  The  people  of  Florida  owe  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health  a grateful  appreciation  of  its  ef- 
forts in  accoini)lishing  so  much  of  benefit  to  the  State, 
by  adding  to  its  i)rotective  oversight,  and  at  the  same  time 
decreasing  the  expense  of  maintaining  this  necessaiw  su- 
l)ervision.  The  thanks  of  the  peoi)le  of  Florida  are  also 
due  His  Excellency,  Governor  Jennings,  for  his  masterful 
handling  of  a complex  and  intricate  cpiestion,  involved  in 
the  “taking  over”  of  the  Quarantine  Stations  by  the  F. 
S.  Treasu.ry  Department  last  July.  It  is  due  entirely  to 
his  acumen  and  conservative  business  skill,  that  an  ar- 
rangement well  thought  out  and  planned,  it  is  true,  but 
which  would  surely  have  failed  to  be  realized  had  he  not 
undertaken  the  task  of  harmonizing  the  differences  of 
opinion  arising  from  an  unfortunate  construction  of  the 
State  statute  by  the  U.  S.  Treasury  officials.  The  State 
Board  of  Health  already  has  manifested  to  the  Governor 
by  suitable  resolution  of  thanks  its  appreciation  of  this 
token  of  his  good  will  and  favor,  and  also  the  timelv  as- 
sistance  given  the  Board  on  various  oiner  occasions. 
(Appendix.) 

The  appraisement  of  the  Quarantine  Stations  was 
made  by  a representative  of  the  Treasury  Department 
and  an  officer  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  In  two  in- 
stances. that  at  Tampa  Bay,  and  at  Pensacola,  a member 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  acted  for  the  State.  The 
following  are  the  appraisements  made,  which  are  also  to 
be  the  valuation  of  the  Stations  whenever  it  is  mutually 
agreed  between  the  State  P>oard  of  Health  and  the  iMa- 
rine  Hospital  Service  that  the  lease  shall  be  terminated 
and  the  Stations  sold  to  the  Government;

ment (^larine  Hospital  Service).  Although  the  State  su- 
pervised these  stations  but  three  months  of  active  manage- 
ment, andthe  previous  winter  service  had  been  at  a greatly 
reduced  cost  of  maintenance,  yet  it  is  very  evident  that 
this  division  of  the  State's  protective  system  was  (|uite  an 
expensive  item  in  the  Board's  yearly  budget.  Heretofore 
the  shipping  of  the  State  having  been  large,  the  receipts 
from  inspection  and  disinfection  at  the  Stations  during 
the  summer  months  had  equalled,  and,  in  one  or  two 
years,  exceeded  the  current  exjienses,  but  this  was  not  so 
during  the  year  1900.  There  was  a deficit  of  over  §.3,000, 
an  amount  quite  difficult  for  the  Board  with  its  enormous 
— compared  with  available  assets — extraordinary  expend- 
itures of  the  3^ear  previous  in  smallpox  and  yellow  fever 
items,  to  “catch  up  with.”  The  Stations  needed  repair- 
ing very  badly,  which  would  further  have  entailed  an  ex- 
penditure of  very  nearly  twenty  thousand  dollars,  if  every 
requirement  of  modern  equipment  was  met.  Thus  the 
transfer  of  management  and  maintainance  of  the  Quar- 
antine Stations  was  effected  at  a most  timelv  moment.

From  January  to  July  31st,  1901,  the  receipts  from 
the  Quarantine  Stations  were  .§14,805.73,  while  the  dis- 
bursements were  §26,758.52,  leaving  a deficit  to  be  sup- 
plied from  the  general  revenue  of  the  Board  of  §11,952.79.

What  was  but  reecentlv 

en  ec  on  the  -subject  of  financial  nianageinent  of  the 
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State  Board  of  Health,  in  the  Twelfth  Annual  Beport,  al- 
though written  a year  ago,  is  equally  true  and  forcible 
now.  It  was  then  said  “the  money  question,”  which  seems 
to  be  the  moving  power  in  all  divisions  of  society,  whether 
commercial,  social,  political  or  religious,  plays  no  less 
conspicuous  part  in  the  administration  of  the  health 
problem  everywhere.  As  each  }’ear  passes  and  the  period 
approaches  when  it  is  expected  that  an  account  of  stew- 
ardship shall  be  rendered  to  the  people,  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  health  establishment  of  the  State  assumes  an 
aspect  of  deep  concern  and  anxious  solicitude,  because  of 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  money  spent  to  carry  on 
the  work  comes  directly  from  the  people  of  the  State,  as 
well  as  on  account  of  an  earnest  desire  to  lessen  that  part 
of  the  burden  of  taxation.”  It  is  believed,  from  an  inti- 
mate association  with  the  masses  for  many  years,  that 
the  people  of  Florida  do  not  object  to  taxation  for  health 
purposes,  but  the  fact  is  apt  to  be  overlooked,  that  with 
the  growth  of  population  and  increase  of  trade  and  com- 
mercial advantages  and  demands,  the  Board  is  called 
upon  more  frequently,  and  to  a greater  extent,  to  assist  in 
this  development,  than  the  amount  of  money  placed  at 
the  command  of  the  Board  will  justify  the  Board  in  at- 
tempting to  accomplish.  To  comply  with  the  mandates  of 
the  statutes  in  regard  to  control  and  management  of  con- 
tagious diseases  in  the  State,  to  detect  the  existence  of 
these  diseases  among  an  ignorant  and  irresponsible  ])or- 
tion  of  the  population,  to  counsel  and  advise  other  health 
organizations  in  the  State  as  to  the  best  means  of  better- 
ing their  sanitary  conditions,  and  lastly,  to  supply  not 
only  information,  but  known  agencies  of  protection 
and  suppression  against  infectious  spreading  of  malig- 
nant maladies,  requires  funds,  for  actual  necessities,  and 
a surplus  reserve  for  emergencies  and  contingencies,  that- 
an  embarrassment  in  management  mav  not  be  ex- 
perienced.

The  Executive  Officer  of  the  Board  has  written  so 
feelingly  and  freely  on  this  subject  at  other  times,  that 
. uither  discussion  of  this  phase  of  the  Board’s  inanao-e- 
nien  is  c e erred,  asking  that  the  reports  of  former  vears 
M deal  with  this  topic  in  minute  detail  and  explana- 
tion, may  be  again  read  and  considered.  Before,  however 
dismissing  the  consideration  of  this  topic,  allusion  is 
made  to  an  occurrence,  which  indirectly  relates  to  conta- 
gious disease  management,  and  the  supposed  conviction 
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of  the  people  thereto,  which  u few  iiioiiients  ago  were  dis- 
cussed. Ou  the  ‘23d  of  October,  IbUl,  the  Tresident  of  the 
Board  was  notihed  by  legal  process  that  a suit  for  dam- 
ages to  the  aiiiouut  of  §2,UU0.U()  had  been  iustituted 
agaiust  the  State  Board  of  Health  by  Dr.  B.  II.  lluddles- 
tou,  of  Miami,  Fla.,  lor  alleged  services  in  the  epidemic  of 
yellow  fever  at  Miami  in  the  fall  of  189b.  This  suit  is 
brought  under  a supposed  construction  of  the  statute — 
rather  broad,  it  must  be  conceded — imposing  not  onlv  the 
care,  but  the  etlect  of  contagious  disease  uccurrence  in 
the  State,  upon  the  State  Board  of  Ilealtii.  It  is  under- 
stood that  Dr.  Huddleston  claims  that  every  ex])ense  at- 
tending the  people  of  Miami,  as  a sequence  of  that  epi- 
demic, is  i)roperly  chargeable  to  the  State  through  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  ^Vs  the  Board  maintained  at 
Miami,  at  the  period  mentioned,  a ho.^pital  to  which  all 
the  yellow  fever  sick  were  invited,  and  v/ere  cjired  for 
professionally  and  otherwise,  at  no  eost  to  the  public  or 
to  the  individual,  it  cannot  be  understood  what  claim  the 
Doctor  can  have  or  can  contend  for.  He  v.as  never  em- 
ployed by  the  Board  for  any  service,  or  in  any  capacity, 
although  given  the  i)ri\ilege,  with  otiier  ]>hysici:ins.  to 
treat  any  ot  his  ]>atients  at  the  hosi)ital  who  might  wish 
to  avail  themselves  of  free  nursing,  and  the  State’s  hos- 
pitality in  this  respect.  The  suit  is  being  managed  by  the 
Board’s  Attorney,  the  Honorable  E.  J.  L’Engie,  and  is 
deserving  of  mention  only  as  indicating  the  tendency  to 
make  the  Board  responsible  for  many  occurrences.

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.SPECIAL  AGENTS. 


Owing  to  the  depleted  condition  of  tlie  Itoard's  treas- 
iir\,  and  tlie  absolute  necessity  for  retrenclinient  in  all  di- 
rections, the  nninber  of  Special  Agents  einjiloyed  by  the 
Board  was  reduced  during  the  year  to  one. 

J)r.  Lartigne  has  been  actively  engaged  in  looking 
after  vaccination  and  sporadic  snialljiox,  and  during  the 
fall  and  winter  months  of  last  year  in  supervising  and 
enforcing  instructions  of  the  State  Health  Otiicer  at 
points  where  scarlet  fever  has  been  rejiorted  in  a preva- 
lent state.  This  service  is  no  light  task,  as  any  one  who 
has  ever  been  a Sanitary  Olficer  can  testify  to.  Hardships, 
privations,  opposition,  with  abuse  and  threats  of  jier- 
sonal  violence,  are  to  be  exiiected,  and  oftentimes  are 
encountered.  Like  the  policeman  in  the  opera  of  “JMrates 
of  Penzance,-'  his  lot  is  not  a happy  one,  and  while  many 
seek  positions  of  this  character  and  consider  themselves 
“called,"  yet  but  fetv  are  equal  in  tact,  conservatism  and 
adaptable  knowledge  to  till  such  offices. 

At  least  three  Special  Agents  should  be  constantly  in 
travel  in  the  State,  for  the  tvesteru,  middle  and  southern 
sections,  that  contagious  and  epidemic  diseases  may  be 
sought  for,  found  and  suppressed,  and  useful  and  health- 
ful methods  of  living  taught. 


TORTl’GAS  AS  A QTARANTINE  STATION. 

Although  the  Board,  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  took 
(‘ognizance  of  the  iirojiosed  absorption  of  the  Tortugas 
groii])  of  islands  by  the  P.  S.  Xavy  as  a Xaval  Station, 
and  petitioned  (hmgress  through  the  Legislature  against 
ant  change  from  a National  Haritime  Befuge,  and  Quar- 
antine Station  under  the  Marine  Hosiiital  Service  (see 
appendix),  yet  what  was  feared  has  occurred,  and  now 
the  whole  of  the  eastern  Gulf  is  left  without  any  protec- 
tion against  pests,  or  any  asylum  for  commerce,  which 
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unfortunately  may  be  infeeted  Avith  dentil  dealing 
agencies. 

Bealiziiig  the  importance  to  the  entire  country  of  re- 
e.stablishiug  Tortugas  as  a National  Quarantine  Station, 
and  especially  so  to  the  State  of  Florida,  the  State  Health 
Officer  has  prepared  and  circulated  in  pamphlet  form  “an 
appeal  and  argument”  (see  appendix)  to  those  whose  in- 
terest in  the  subject  of  health,  protection  to  life,  and  hu- 
mane care  of  seamen  afflicted  with  epidemic  contagious 
maladies,  prompt  them  to  a concerted  action,  and  tend  to 
intelligently  influence  Congress  towards  restoration  of 

the  islands  for  the  only  possible  vantage  which  their  loca-' 
tioii  posse.sses. 


A NATIONAL  QUARANTINE  STATION. 

The  entire  Gulf  coast  joins  with  Florida  in  this 
prayer  to  Congress,  and  it  is  thought  that  if  this  importa- 
ant  matter  is  forcibly  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  Congress,  that  until  actual  exigen- 
cies of  war  arise,  the  islands  may  again  be  restored  to  the 
Marine  Hospitad  Service,  and  made  available  as  a Na- 
tional Quarantine  Station.  Conditions  of  war  which  now 
involve  some  of  the  fever  infected  countries  bordering  on 
the  :\Iexican  Gulf,  together  Avith  the  anticipated  and 
promised  commercial  route  across  the  Isthmus,  Avill  nat- 
urally attract  commerce  to  and  from  the  United  States 
and  bring  in  closer  touch  the  seaports  of  Central  and 
South  America,  and  likewise  the  Pacific  coast  of  :Mex- 
ico,  which  have  in  times  past  frequently  menaced  our  own 
southern  seaports,  thus  making  an  additional  reason,  if 
one  is  needed,  why  the  United  States  should  have  a senti- 
nel and  on  constant  Avatch  at  the  Florida  entrance  of  this 
almost  inland  sea. 
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RECOM  MEXDATIONS. 

Tlie  recoiiinieiidations  respecting  a Bacteriological 
and  Chemical  Laboratory,  and  an  addition  to,  and*^  im- 
provement of,  the  Division  of  Vital  Statistics,  which 
were  submitted  to  the  Board  at  its  last  annual  meeting, 
are  renewed  this  year.  Although  these  suggestions  for  in- 
cre^ising  the  usefulness  of  the  Board  to  the  peopD  w^re  ap- 
proved of  and  ordered  to  be  carried  out  whenever  the  con- 
dition of  the  Board's  treasury  would  permit,  yet  the  de- 
stiuction  of  the  office  of  the  Board  followed  so  soon  after 
the  enactment  of  the  recommendations  that  as  yet  there 
has  been  neither  place,  opportunitv  nor  money  to  carry 
into  elfect  this  cherished  wish  of  the  Executive  Officer. 
As  the  finances  of  the  Board  have  in  a measure  “re- 
couped" during  the  quietude  of  the  summer,  it  is  ear- 
nestly requested  that  the  subject  may  be  revived  and  in- 
terest in  it  renewed. 

As  there  has  been  manifested  in  some  .sections  of  the 
State  an  indilierence  to  scarlet  fever  in  its  spread  and 
management,  it  is  advised  that  the  Board  at  its  next  an- 
nual meeting  shall  adopt  needful  rules  and  regulations 
in  I'egard  to  rejiorting  this,  with  other  highly  contagious 
disorders,  to  the  State  Board  of  Health.  A draft^if  a 
proposed  enactment  of  this  kind  will  be  found  elsewhere. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  also  directed  to  another 
ftnd  a most  important  matter,  which  is  deserving  of  the 
closest  consideration,  for,  if  not  regarded,  will  likely  tend 
to  an  irritating  misunderstanding  between  the  people  of 
the  State  and  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  statute  of 
1899,  respecting  the  care  and  control  of  contagious  infec- 
tious diseases,  Avhich  ha,s  elsewhere  been  quoted  in  this 
report,  clearly  sets  forth  the  expectations  and  demands  of 
the  people,  through  their  Bepresentatives,  in  this 
legard.  A daily  friendly  association  with  the  people 
in  matters  pertaining  to  sanitary  and  health  control, 
more  intimate,  possibly,  than  the  Board  could  be  ex- 
pected to  have^or  to  enjoy,  convinces  the  State  Health 
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OflicGi-  that  tlie  statute  referred  to  is  usuaUj,  aud.  it 
iniglit  be  said,  iiuiversally  construed  by  tlie  people’  to 
mean  an  absolute  control  and  nianageinent  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  every  case  of  contagious  sickness,  and 
especially  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  statute,  aud  oc- 
curring in  the  State.  It  is  said,  with  some  show  of  rea- 
son, that  the  people  permit  a special  tax  to  be  levied  for 
this  and  other  purposes  connected  with  health  super- 
vision, and,  therefore,  they  expect  they  shall  be  relieved 
in  their  county  aud  munieijial  organizations  of  the  care  of 
cases  of  smallpox,  yellow  fever  and  cholera;  in  other 
words,  the  more  malignant  types  of  epidemic  sickness. 
The  people  contend  that  they  should  not  be  required,  or 
compelled,  to  give  doubly  for  this  purpose.  If  Vox 
populi.  suproma  lex,  then  these  mutterings  of  the  people 
should  be  heeded,  aud  this  phase  of  the  laV,  with  its  exe- 
cuiion,  should  be  carefully  considered,  to  the  end  that  if 
the  levy  for  the  Board  does  not  yield  in  its  total  receipts 
suliicieiif  revenue  to  accomplish  every  requirement  of  the 
statutes,  and  the  demands  and  expectations  of  the  people, 
that  the  aid  of  the  Governor,  and  through  him,  the  people 
of  the  State,  may  be  invoked  that  a relief  and  reniedi'  may 
be  found  and  jirovided  for. 

As  materially  affecting  the  conduction  of  office  af- 
fairs, and  ail  economical  administration  of  health  mat- 
ters, particularly  of  those  relating  to  the  supervision  of 
contagious  sickness,  frights  occasioned  by  false  rumors,' 
aud  similar  circumstances,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Board 
should  construe  for  the  guidance  of  the  Executive  Officer 
of  the  Itoard.  what  are  the  monthly  ^‘current  expenses’’ 
of  the  Board  for  which  provision  is  made  by  v'hapter  4093 
t.  the  Laws  of  Florida.  8ome  understanding  should  be 
Jiad  between  the  Board  and  State  Treasury  officials  as  to 
.e  intelligent  interpretation  of  this  act.  It  is  not  be- 
lieved that  the  Legislature  of  1899  intended  to  restrict 
the  State  Board  of  Health  to  a maximum  monthly  ex- 
penditure of  .?2,500.00,  irrespective  of  any  likely  increased 
demands  which  might  be  occasioned  by  an  ocmirrence  of 
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contagious  epidemic  disease,  or  extraordinary  emergen- 
cies which  could  not  possibly  be  anticipated,  and  which 
necessarily  would  require  a larger  disbursement.  There- 
fore, it  would  appear  to  be  both  sensible  and  proper  that 
the  ‘-running’’  expenses  of  the  Board  for  each  month — 
such  items  as  can  be  estimated  for,  and  are  usually  of 
monthly  occurrence — should  be  separately  accounted  for 
to  the  Comptroller,  and  in  the  manner  ])rovided  for  in 
the  statute,  but  that  unusual  and  extraordinary  expendi- 
tures, when  approved  of  by  the  President  of  the  Board, 
and  legitimately  coming  within  the  purview  of  the  State 
health  laws,  should  be  audited  whenever  presented,  in 
order  that  service  contracted  for,  or  articles  purchased, 
may  be  obtained  at  the  best  advantage  to  the  State. 

When  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  first  organized 
in  1889,  it  was  the  practice  for  the  State  Treasurer  to 
honor  requisitions  from  the  State  Health  Officer,  from 
time  to  time,  for  funds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
official  bond  of  said  official,  and  when  vouchers  were  for- 
warded to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  credit  was  given 
for  the  amount  named  therein.  Thus  the  Executive  Offi- 
cer of  the  Board  always  had  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the 
Board  some  funds  for  immediate  wants  and  unforeseen 
exigencies.  Oftentimes  a service  promptly  paid  for  would 
be  at  an  economical  advantage  to  the  Board;  so  likewise 
in  purchases,  and  other  matters  where  exhibition  of  bus- 
iness methods  would  considerably  enhance  confidence  in 
the  Board’s  financial  ability  and  management.  If  a re- 
turn to  this  method  could  be  effected,  the  “money  ques- 
tion” as  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  State  health 
funds  would  be  considerably  simplified.  Posibly  to  re- 
turn to  this  pristine  method  may  require  Legislative 
amendments  to  present  laws,  and  without  which  the 
Auditing  Department  of  the  State  Government  could  not 
otherwise  recognize. 

A matter  deserving  more  than  passing  notice,  and 
which  should  be  most  seriously  considered  by  the  lioard 
at  the  annual  session,  is  the  probable  disposition  of

bile  perhaps  there  may  be  no  good  grounds  to  doubt 
that  the  Cuban  Government  will  continue  the  valuable 
work  which  well  directed  sanitary  efforts  of  the  United 
Mates  officials  have  inaugurated  and  have  so  recentlv 
denmnstrated  can  be  effected,  yet  it  is  nevertheless  true 
la  le  Lnited  States  American  has  some  reason  to  be 
sceidical.  from  past  e.xperieuce,  of  the  indifference  of  the 
Latin  race  to  health  methods,  and  fearful  of  results  which 
may  obtain  under  an  entirely  new  regime.  This  distrust 
ha.s  already  become  manifest  by  nervous  utterances  in  the 
pu  ic  ])iess,  both  secular  and  medical,  when  speakino-  of 
le  proposed  change  of  government,  and  it  is  thought  that 
the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Florida,  being  so  intiniatelv 
nssociated  commercially  with  the  island  of  Cuba,  should 
assume  the  initiative  by  petitioning  Congress,  fil, rough 
our  Congressional  delegation,  in  a suitably  prepai'ed  me- 
morial, to  seriously  and  carefully  consider  this  question 
and.  If  possible,  for  a time  to  retain  control  of  the  mari- 
time su]iervision  over  Cuban  ports,  that  the  very  favorable 
relations  which  now  exist  commercially  may  not  be  dis- 
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rupted;  and  that  an  enviable  confidence;  which  has  been 
demonstrated  by  practical  workings  and  are  plainly  evi- 
dent; may  not  be  lost. 

(jSiOte — Since  the  above  was  written,  the  following, 
taken  from  the  Savannah  Morning  ISeios,  of  January  15th, 
represents  very  concisely  the  views  above  expressed,  and 
is  so  in  harmony  with  the  ideas  of  the  State  Health  Of- 
ficer on  the  subject;  that  the  editorial  is  here  copied.) 

CUBA  A SOURCE  OP  DANGER. 

Evidently  Mayor  Myers  does  not  accept  the 
mosquito  theory  of  the  spread  of  yellow  fever. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  a board  of  vellow  fever 
experts  spent  a good  deal  of  time,  and  money  in 
Cuba  last  vear  trving  to  discover  the  means  bv 
Avhich  the  yellow  fever  was  spread.  It  came  to 
the  conclnsion  that  the  fever  poison  or  germ  was 
carried  by  mosquitoes,  and  that  there  Avas  no 
longer  any  need  for  disinfecting  ships  or  clothing 
or  for  taking  other  urecantion  against  the  dis- 
ease, except;  as  already  stated,  to  provide 
against  conditions  Avhich  produce  the  yellow 
fever  germ  bearing  mosquito,  and  to  take  pre- 
cautions against  that  mosquito. 

But  ^laA’or  Myers  is  not  alone  in  refusing  to 
accept  the  mosquito  theory.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  the  number  that  does  accept  it  is  very  small. 

The  danger  to  this  port,  and  to  other  ports  on 
the  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Coast,  that  Mayor 
Myers  points  out,  because  of  the  passing  of  the 
government  into  the  hands  of  Cuba  is  real,  and 
should  haA^e  the  immediate  attention  of  all  the 
members  of  Congress  from  the  South  Atlantic 
and  Gulf  States. 

The  Cubans  have  little,  or  no  fear  of  yelloAv 
fever,  and  it  is  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
they  Avill  take  as  great  sanitary  precautions  to 
])roA’ent  outbreaks  of  the  disease  in  Havana  and 
other  parts  of  their  island  as  the  American 
health  authorities  have  since  the  United  States 
have  been  in  control  of  Cuba.  Indeed,  it  is 
doubtful  if  they  Avill  take  any  precautions.  In 
that  case  it  will  not  be  long  before  Havana  Avill 
again  be  a source  of  velloAv  fever  infection.

cases  of  yellow  fever  on  board.  It  transpires 
she  arrived  at  Ja(*ksonville  Sejiteinber  3rd,  and 
left  on  September  14th.  It  \\  ill  thus  be  seen  that 
the  steamei*  “llthelbryhta'-  and  the  schooner 
'^John  Smith"  were  at  Jacksonville  at  the 
same  time  for  three  days,  namely  from  Se})tcm- 
ber  3rd  to  September  Gth.  From  the  history  of 
the  “Ethelbryhta"  it  is  surmised  that  the 
schooner  ‘ John  (.-.  Smith  might  have  i*eceived 
her  infection  while  at  Jacksonville  from  the 
steamer. 

I transmit  a detailed  statement  of  the 
history  of  both  vessels.  ^ 

Phe  Ethelbryhta  left  l^rogresso  August 
15th  and  arrived  at  Xew  York  August  22nd, 
with  one  case  of  yellow  fevei*.  She  was  dis- 
infected at  the  Xew  York  Quarantine  and  under 
the  regulations  must  have  been  given  a certi- 
ficate of  thorough  disinfection,  such  as  is  request- 
ed at  southern  (luarantines,  othei-wise  she  would 
have  been  held  up  at  Xorfolk  on  the  29th.  She 
probably  only  put  into  Xorfolk  for  (*oal,  and 
left  August  30th.  Dr.  von  Fzdorf  states  in  his 
report  that  the  day  after  leaving  Xorfolk,  the 
Captain's  wife  died,  whether  of  yellow  fever  or 
not  is  not  stated,  but  the  inspection  report  of 
Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  ^Macaulay  for  the 
week,  ended  September  7th,  (the  week  in  which 
this  vessel  arrived  at  Jacksonville)  shows  that 
she  was  insjiected  and  passed.

Lnder  the  above  eircnmstances  I need  not 
uige  a quiet  investigation  as  to  the  commnuica- 
tion  between  these  two  vessels  and  the  shore  at 
Jacksonville,  and  inqniiy  as  to  the  health 
conditions  in  the  portions  of  the  wharf  territorv 
where  sailors  from  these  vessels  might  cougre- 
gate.  It  might  be  advantageous  to  inquire  oflihe 
Marine-Hospital  Service  officer  at  Jacksonville 
if  any  patient  was  received  by  him  from  either 
of  these  vessels.  L have  wired  Santiago  to  make 
inquiries  of  the  (kiptain  and  crew  of  the  “Ethel- 
bryhta”  as  to  the  location  of  the  vessel  with 
reference  to  the  “John  0.

I ha\e  just  recei\ed  a telephone  message 
from  Dr.  J.  Louis  Horsey,  infoianing  that  the 
Steamship  “Ethelbrylita''  has  arrived  at  Santi- 
ago de  Cuba  from  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  with  nine 
cases  of  vellow  fever  aboard.  The  followJno-  is 
a brief  history  of  said  Steamship : 

The  British  Steamship  “Ethelbryhta”  arriv- 
ed at  this  station  on  September  2nd,  1901,  about 
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teu  a.  m.  Ou  iuspectiou  1 learned  that  the  vessel 
was  from  New  York,  via  Norfolk,  Virginia.  The 
vessel  was  to  all  appeai-ances  clean  and  in  good 
sanitary  condition,  and  cai*ried  no  cargo  or  bal- 
last. 

Captain  B.  Turgoose,  who  was  in  command, 
infoimed  me  that  his  wife  had  died  after  leaving 
the  port  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  was  buried  at  sea 
He  stated  that  she  was  in  a pregnant  condi- 
tion of  soine  three  months  duration,  and  had 
been  suffering  for  weeks  with  very  severe  attacks 
of  nausea  and  vomiting.  While  in  Norfolk,  she 
was  treated  by  the  quarantine  physician  and  was 
greatly  relieved.  After  leaving  Norfolk  and 
after  being  out  some  fifteen  hours,  Mi*s.  Turgoose 
was  attacked  during  the  night  of  August  30th 
V ith  an  unusual  severe  nausea  and  vomiting, 
and  the  condition  became  so  intense,  that,  ac- 
cording to  Captain  Turgoose,  she  died  in  a' few 
minutes  from  rupture  of  a blood  vessel  in  the 
throat,  as  was  evidenced  by  the  bright  blood 
gushing  from  her  mouth.  Captain  Turgoose  pos- 
itively swears  that  she  had  no  fever  at  any  time, 
as  he  frequently  tested  with  a clinical  thermom- 
etei*.  He  also  stated  that  if  I doubted  his  word, 

1 was  at  liberty  to  wire  the  Norfolk  ph}’sician 
at  his  expense. 

The  “Ethelbryhta’*  had  been  fumigated  in 
New  York  City  on  August  22,  1901,  after  arriving 
from  l^rogresso,  ^Mexico.  I made  a most  careful 
inspection  of  the  entire  ci'ew,  and  ])ersonally 
tested  each  member  with  my  thermometer  for 
febrile  symptoms  and  fouiuf  none.  The  crew, 
as  far  as  I could  judge,  were  in  perfect  health. 

I enclose  certificate  of  fumigation  from  New 
Y^ork  City,  and  pi'aticpie  given  fi'om  NoiTolk. 
(Yaptain  Turgoose  also  swears  that  his  wife  had 
been  up  all  day  and  was  very  cheerful  and  gay 
until  the  fatal  attack  came  on.

Dr.  Doty  wrote  again: 

AVhen  the  “Etheibrytha"  arrived  at  this  port 
on  Angnst  21st,  I found  that  one  of  the  crew 
had  died  the  previous  evening.  On  examination 
of  the  body,  I found  it  to  be  yellow,  the  discolor- 
ation in  the  conjunctiva  being  well  marked. 
There  was  no  history  in  the  case  except  that  given 
by  the  Captain,  that  the  man  was  taken  with  a 
(‘hill  on  the  14th  and  became  ra])idly  worse  nntil 
he  died.  The  bill  of  health  showed  that  there  had 
been  one  case  of  yellow  fever  in  Progresso.  The

September  21th.  about  Talleyrand  and  “Ethel- 
brytlia,”  only  one  house  at  Talleyrand  docks 
which  was  inspected,  tinding  one  case  acute  ter- 
tian, malarial  fever,  controlled  on  dock  seizure 
within  forty-eight  hours,  but  men  up  and  work- 
ing. Microsco])ic  examination  blood  by  Parker 
plasmodiae  malaria  numerous  in  all  cases.  Saw 
acute  (]uotidiiim  in  boy  in  town  last  niglit,  ending 
fatally  in  the  night.  Parker  examined  blood, 
found  the  quotidian  malignant  malarial  parasite 
in  large  numbers.  There  are  many  such  cases 
here  at  itresent,  though  but  seven  deaths  from 
this  cause  this  month,  exactly  same  record  as 
last  year  this  month.  This  malaria  lias  existed

A practice  so  thoroughly  established  evervwhere  in 
civilized  countries  as  vaccination  ought  not.  'under  or- 
dinary circniii.stanoes.  to  require  a public  statement  of  its

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raino)}  d'etre:  but  tlio  fact  of  the  exti-emely  s])asmodic  oc 
curi'ciice  of  isiuallpox.  and  its  almost  entire  absenee  from 
many  communities  for  considerable  jieriods  of  time,  to- 
gether with  the  consequent  neglect  of  vaccination  among 
the  j)eo])le;  these  facts  prevent  a large  share  of  the 
younger  members  of  the  profession  from  acquiring  a 
clinical  acquaintance  with  the  disease,  and  often  fi‘om 
recognizing  the  importance  of,  or  learning  the  reasons  foi* 
emjiloying  vaccination  as  a measure  of  prevention.  .V 
inajoi'ity  of  the  medical  ])rofession,  at  the  present  time, 
have  never  had  an  opportunity  to  become  familial-  with 
the  disease. 

The  argument  in  favor  of  vaccination  may,  as  a mat- 
ter of  convenience,  be  stated  as  follows: 

(1)  The  poral  A rf/ument. — (Vmqiarison  of  popu- 
lations at  ditferent  jieriods  of  time  before  and  after  the 
introduction  of  vaccination.  The  mortality  from  small- 
pox has  been  enormously  reduced  since  the.  introduction 
of  vaccination  at  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

I- 01'  example:  Tn  Jb)ston,  in  the  eighteenth  centurv. 

in  six  ejiidemic  years.  1721,  1720,  1752,  17()4,  177S  and 
li02.  there  were  2,105  deaths  from  small j)ox  in  an  average 
pO})ulation  of  only  12.2;)0  inhabitants.  In  1721.  when  Hos- 
ton  was  a town  of  only  11,000  peo])le,  0,000  of  its  iiopula-' 
tion.  or  more  than  half  the  whole  number,  were  taken,  sick 
with  .small])Ox,  and  t'oO  of  thesi^  died,  or  nearlv  8 ])er  cent, 
of  the  whole  ])0])ulation.  Again,  in  1720,  4,000  were  taken 
sick  with  smalliiox.  and  500  of  them  died.  In  1752,  7.000 
were  taken  sick,  and  500  died,  etc.  What  would  be  said 
if  there  were  275.000  sick  with  small])ox  to-day  in  Iloston, 
with  20.000  or  40,000  deaths  from  the  saim^  (‘ause?  Yet 
this  is  no  more  than  might  occur  under  the  same  condi- 
tions as  ])revailed  in  1721  and  1752. 

In  Sweden,  where  accurate  statistics  have  been  kejit 
for  more  than  a century  and  a half,  the  deaths  from  small- 
pox ])er  million  inhabitants,  before  the  introduction  of 
vaccination,  rose  to  7.200.  5.800  and  5,100  successively  in 
1770.  1784  and  in  1800;  Imt  at  no  time  siiu'e  1810  has  the 
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fem.il  pox  moi-tal.n-  i-usen  (o  more  than  700  per  million 
Similar  instances  might  be  cited  from  the  historv  of  al- 
most every  civilized  country  in  the  world.

(2)  The  Local  Arginncut.  or  Comparison  of  the  Vac- 
cinated Communitij  and  the  Unraccinated  in  the  Aame

The  most  convincing  argument  in  favor  of  vaccination  is 
the  immunity  of  the  entire  Gei*man  nation  from  smallpox 
at  the  present  day  as  compared  with  neighboring  (*oun- 
tries.

In  llie  foi-c-oiiio-  table  tlie  Hgni-es  of  eadi  veai-  are  con- 
sidered inde])emleinly.  and  are  to  be  read  as  follows: 

Taking  tlie  dealb  i-ate  from  smallpox  in  Germany  as  a 
nnil.  in  1811.!  it  was  eight  times  as  great  in  Switzerland, 
twenry-fonr  times  as  great  in  England,  etc.  In  France  in 
ISOO  it  was  l.lTli  times  ns  great  as  that  of  Germany  for 
the  same  year,  notwithstanding  the  contiguity  of  the  two 
countries.  The  average  mortality  from  smalliiox  of  any 

of  the  conuti  ies  shown  in  the  table  far  exceeded  that  of 
Germany. 


A moie  careful  examination  of  the  (Terman  reports 
of  each  year  also  showed  that  the  cases  and  deaths  from 
smallpox  which  did  occur  in  Germany  were  mainly  re- 
ferable to  certain  classes  of  iieojile.  ,Tn  1899,  for  example, 
14.  or  one-half  of  all  the  smalljiox  deaths  of  that  year 
were  those  of  infants  under  two  years  old— the  unpro- 
tected class.  Of  the  (‘ascs  of  smallpox  rejiorted  from  all 
parts  of- Germany  in  1879.  .‘Ub  in  number.  249.  or  72  per 
cent,  occurred  in  the  frontier  towns,  and  chiefly  among 
Russian  and  Austrian  workmen  and  immigrants,  or  their 
families.  A careful  snjieryision  is  had  oyer  each  case,  and 
its  history  learned  as  far  as  possible. 
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The  principal  sources  of  this  disease  as  occurring  in 
Germany  are  stated  to  be  the  frontier  trade,  iinniigrants 
and  their  baggage,  and  the  marine  commerce. 

Of  the  countries  where  vaccination  has  been  little 
practiced,  in  the  past  century,  the  deaths  from  smallpox 
in  Bengal  in  1SSG-1SS9  were  140, UOO,  out  of  a population 
of  40,000,000.  In  India  in  1S75-1ST0  there  were  200,000 
deaths  from  smallpox,  and  in  the  two  preceding  years 
there  were  500,000.  In  the  city  of  Lahore,  7,000  died  of  it 
in  two  months  in  1875.  In  Corea  almost  the  whole  pop- 
ulation. were  pockmarked.  These  are  practically  unvac- 
cinated populations. 

(3)  Change  in  the  Age-Incidence  of  Sinallpox  ilince 
the  Introduction  of  \ accination. — If  smallpox  is  excepted, 
there  is  no  evidence  that  the  comparative  mortality  from 
infectious  diseases  at  different  ages  of  life  has  undergone 
decided  changes  since  these  diseases  first  became  known. 
Xiiien*  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  are  those 
of  children  under  ten  years  ot  age,  and  95  per  cent,  of  the 
deaths  from  whoopingcough  are  those  of  children  under 
five  years  of  age,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  these  ratios 
have  materially  changed  for  centuries.  But  the  facts  re- 
lating to  smallpox  present  an  entirely  different  aspect. 

In  the  eighteenth  centuiw,  before  the  introduction  of 
vaccination,  smallpox  was  preeminently  an  infantile  dis- 
ease. Xinety-five  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  this  cause 
were  those  of  children  under  ten  vears  of  age.  To-dav  the 
proportion  of  smallpox  mortality  at  different  ages  de- 
pends entirely  upon  the  efficienc}*  with  which  vaccination 
is  carried  out  in  any  given  population.  In  Massachusetts, 
during  the  twenty-eight  years  (1SG3-1900)  , the  proportion 
of  deaths  from  smallpox  among  children  under  ten  years 
old  was  less  than  40  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  from 
smallpox.  In  London  they  constituted  34  per  cent.  If, 
however,  we  separate  the  vaccinated  portion  of  the  com- 
munity in  a class  by  itself,  the  figures  are  much  more 
striking,  since  in  Massachusetts  during  the  twelve  years 
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(1888-1899)  tlie  sinallpox  mortality  of  children  in  the 
tota  population  constituted  2G  per  cent,  ot  the  total

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The  following  quotation  from  Dr.  Geo.  Derby,  the 
first  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  written 
thirty  years  ago,  will  bear  repetition: 

‘G^  e may  speculate  about  the  potency  of  vaccine  being 
exhausted  in  the  human  family,  we  ma}’  be  surprised  to 
find  that  people  with  good  vaccine  scars  sometimes  have 
smallpox.  We  may  dispute  as  much  as  we  please  about 
the  average  ])eriod  when  re-vaccination  may  be  considered 
a prudent  safeguard.  We  may  turn  the  vaccine  question 
with  ingenious  skill,  so  that  its  many'  facts  shall  reflect 
a multitude  of  curious  lights,  and  after  all  we  find  that 
we  rest  in  a security  against  this  most  horrible  pestilence, 
unknown  to  former  generations. — Boston  Medical  and 
Surgical  Journal,  Bee.  5,  1901. 


F.  M.  Crandall  contributes  a paper  on  Century  of 
Vaccination.*^  He  summarizes  lessons  taimht  bv  the  ex- 
])erience  of  more  than  a century  as  folloAvs:  I.  The  first 

lesson  cannot  be  better  stated  than  in  the  words  of  the 
Berlin  Itoard  of  Health:  ‘‘Vaccination  in  infancy,  re- 

newed at  the  end  of  childhood,  renders  an  individual 
j>ractically  as  safe  from  death  from  smalli)ox  as  if  the  dis- 
ease had  been  survived  in  childhood,  and  almost  as  safe 
from  attack.  2.  The  duration  of  the  immunity  conferred 
by  vaccination  is  variable.  In  many  individuals  vaccina- 
tion in  infancy,  and  re-vaccination  in  childhood,  is  suf- 
ficient for  life  ])i‘otection.  In  a limited  nund^er  immunity 
is  lost  in  five  or  six  years.  It  is  never  ])Ossible  to  know 
with  certainty  to  which  class  an  individual  belongs.  In 
the  face  of  an  ej)idemic.  therefore,  vaccination  of  all  Avho 
have  not  been  vaccinated  within  five  or  six  yeai's,  is  giv- 
ing what  the  lawyers  call  the  benefit  of  a reasonable 
doubt.  Every  one  who  has  been  vaccinated  in  infancy  and 
childhood  should  be  vaccinated  not  less  than  once  in  adult 
life.  d.  The  immunity  confei‘red  by  vaccination  is  in  di- 
rect }u-0])ortion  of  the  thoroughness  with  wiiich  it  is  ])er- 
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formed,  and  this  is  .sliown  with  considerable  accuracy  bv 
the  charaefer  and  miinber  of  the  re.snlting  .scars.  4.  Vac- 


cination in  infancy  alone  is  not  sufficient  to  wholly  pre- 
vent smallpox  among  the  adult  i.optilation.  .0.

Board  of  Health  erected  a hospital 
y Xobbles  Island  and  appointed  a number  of  phvsicians 
to  pursue  a series  of  experiments  to  determine  the  value

On  the  IDtli  and  21st  of 
Xo\ ember,  these  nineteen  children,  together  with  one  who 
had  been  vaccinated  two  years  before,  were  inoculated  di- 
rectly from  a smallpox  i)atient.  The  arms  became  slightly 
inflamed,  but  no  constitutional  symj)toms  develoj)cd.  At 
the  same  time  two  boys  who  had  neither  had  smallpox  or 
been  vaccinated,  were  inoculated  from  the  same  smallpox 
patient.  These  two  boys  developed  typical  smallpox. 
\\  hen  the  disease  was  at  it.s  height  in  these  two  children, 
the  twenty  boys  were  again  inoculated  from  them;  they 

were  also  ex[)osed  to  infection  in  the  natural  wav  bv  be- 

• * 

ing  constantly  in  the  same  room  with  the  two  boys,  but 
in  none  of  the  twenty  did  the  disease  ai>j)ear.  The 
physicians  certify  that  the  expen' men t is  satisfactory  ev- 
idence that  the  “cow])Ox  is  a coni])lete  security  against 
the  smallpox.” 

Again,  iu  ISOS,  the  Massachusetts  ^ledical  Societv 
appointed  a committee  to  study  the  subject,  for  the  oi)era- 
tion  had  not  gained  rapidly  in  fa^’or.  The  rej)ort  is  pub- 
lished in  the  Society's  “( ’ommunication,”  A^olume  1.  It 
concludes  that  vaccination  aOOrds  as  (‘om]>lete  ])rotection 
as  small])Ox  itself,  but  advises  re-vaccination  as  a test  of 
the  satisfactory  results  of  tlu^  first  opei-ation. 

It  is  well  for  the  ])rofession  to  kee])  this  ex- 
periment in  mind,  an  experiment  ])0ssible  then 
when  inoculation  directly  from  small])ox  patients 
was  still  practiced.  If  statistics  may  be  ques- 
tioned.  if  our  o))ponents  will  not  accept  the 
evidence  gained  in  countries  where  vaccination  is  general 
because  compulsory,  it  would  seem  that  the  result  of  this 
experiment  is  unquestionable.  Here  we  have  the  tangible 
experimental  proof  of  the  protection  afforded  by  vaccina- 
tion. How  do  our  friends,  the  antis,  interpret  this  result? 
Perchance  they  have  never  heard  of  it.  nor  of  Jenner's 
own  experiments.  It  is  discouraging  to  think  that  the 
profession,  with  all  the  advance  it  has  made,  must  still 
labor  with  a public  no  more  susceptible  to  truth  than  the 
public  of  a century  ago.  when  the  opponents'  chief  argii--

If  an  exees.s  of  lymphocytes,  or  especially  of 
myelocytes,  be  found  present,  it  is  possible  to  exclude 
measles,  scarlet  f(*ver  and  ])urpura,  and  thus  arrive  at  a 
diagnosis  of  smallpox. 

Xotwithstandiug  this  opinion,  there  is  no  doubt  that, 
for  all  practical  ])urposes,  the  diagnosis  of  a physician  ex- 
perienced in  smallpox  cases  will  be  sufficiently  convinc- 
ing. At  the  ])i*esent,  tln^  need  is  to  ])rocure  the  service  of 
such  i)ersons. — Medical  Record,  Jan.  25,  1902. 


A racciuatiou  creed  has  been  widely  circulated  in 
Chicago  by  the  Denartment  of  Health,  and  it  has  been  of 
the  greatest  service.  Dr.  Reynolds  says,  to  the  public  vmc- 
cinators  in  arousing  interest  in  the  subject  of  vaccination 
among  classes  jiarticularly  exposed  to  smallpox.  The 
plan  is  worthy  of  attention.  The  “creed''  reads  as  fol- 
lows : 

TFe.  the  undersigned,  hereby  puljlicJg  profess  our 
firm  IjeUef.  hosed  upon  positive  knowledge,  gained  through 
years  of  cxpcricncr  and  study  of  smallpox  and  vaccinay 
lion — 

1.  That  time  vaccination,  repeated  until  it  no  longer 
^‘takes,’’  always  jireveuts  smallpox.  Xothing  else  does. 

2.  That  true  vaccination,  that  is.  vaccination  prop- 
erly done,  on  a clean  arm  with  pure  lymph  and  kept  per- 
fectly clean  and  unbroken  afterward,  never  did  and  never 
will  make  a serious  sore. 

3.  That  such  a vaccination  leaves  a characteristic 
scar,  unlike  that  from  anv  other  cause,  which  is  recogniz- 
able  during  life,  and  is  the  only  conclusive  evidence  of  a 
successful  vaccination. 

4.  That  no  untoward  results  ever  follow  such  vaccin- 
ation; on  the  other  hand,  thousands  of  lives  are  annually 
sacrificed  through  its  neglect — a negled  begotten  of  want 
of  knowledge. 

A supplement  to  the  vaccination  creed  for  popular 
distribution  has  also  been  issued  bv  Dr.  Revnolds,  of  the

There  is  no  on- 
eration  in  which  such  serious  results  follow  carelessness 
and  Ignorance — even  to  death  itself,  either  as  a direct  re- 
sult through  poisoning  of  the  vaccination  sore  or  from 
smallpox  through  failure  to  secure  a successful  protectLe 
ptccination  * * * The  arm  slioiild  be  first  thoi' 

oughly  washed  with  soap  and  water  and  the  site  of  the  oii- 
eration  then  wiped  with  alcohol.  After  the  vaccine  spot 
has  dried,  pm  a clean  soft  handkerchief  or  iiiece  of  clean 
soft  muslin  to  the  shoulderseam  of  the  undershirt  so  as  to 
hang  111  loose  folds  over  the  spot  and  prevent  the  sleeve 
from  rubbing  it.  This  must  be  changed  for  a clean  one 
every  day  until  the  scab  conies  off  and  the  surface  is 
hea  ed.  The  vesicle  and  resulting  scab  must  not  be 
broken  or  injured  in  any  way,  and  the  arm  and  its  cover- 
mgs  iiiust  be  kept  scrupulously  clean  from  the  time  of  the 

vaccination  until  it  is  well.  * * * The  rule  is— repeat 

vaccination  until  the  siisceptibilitv  to  vaccine  is  ex 
Sipox.

Third — During  tlie  progress  of  contagious  sickness, 
articles  used  in  the  sick  room  should  be  disinfected  before 
leaving  the  ajmrtinent.  Tumblers,  mugs,  dishes,  knives 
and  forks  after  being  used  by  the  sick  should  be  dipjted  in 
a disinfecting  solution  or  immersed  in  actually  boiling- 
water  for  tifteen  minutes,  and  body  linen,  bedclothes,  tow- 
els, handkerchiefs,  and,  in  fact,  every  textile  article  used 
in  or  about  a sick  room  or  person,  should  be  immersed  for 
several  hours  in  a strong  germicidal  solution  before  being- 
removed  from  the  room  to  be  laundered.  Disinfection  of 
extieta  of  the  sick  stools,  urine,  and  discharges  of  everv 
kind— should  always  be  disinfected  before  taken  in  cov- 
ered vessels  from  the  sick  room.  In  some  di.seases,  such  as 
dijjhtheria  and  scarlet  fever,  where  there  is  apt  to  be  much 
mucous  and  membranous  discharge  from  the  mouth  and 
nostrils,  the  use  of  paper  napkins  is  preferable,  for  these 
can  be  burned  in  a fireplace  or , stove  in  the  room.  This  is 
also  a good  method  of  disposal  of  such  soiled  textile  ar- 
ticles which  have  no  particular  value. 

Fourth — On  the  termination  of  a case  of  contagious 
sickness,  by  complete  recovery  of  the  patient  or  by  death, 
the  apartment  should  be  disinfected  before  being  again 
used.  Mattresses,  pillows,  and  such  bed-room  furnishings 
that  can  not  be  boiled  should  be  burned  after  removal  from 
the  room  in  covered  boxes  or  vessels  with  impervious  cov- 
erings. 

The  foregoing  are  some  of  the  precepts  which  should 
be  followed  when  dealing  v/ith  any  of  the  infectious  and 
contagious  diseases,  and  are  equally  a])plicable  to  cases  of 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  and  measles,  as  to  smallpox  and 
yellow  fever. 

Seal  let  fe\  er  scarlatina — as  you  doubtless  know,  is 
a highly  contagious  malady,  which  may  be  contracted  at 
any  age  by  those  not  protected  by  a previous  attack,  but  is 

principally  a disease  of  the  developing-  period  of  life 

youth— from  infancy  to  20  or  30  years'  It  is  a disease, 
even  when  skillfully  treated,  which  often  leaves  in  its  trail 
impairment  of  hearing,  diminished  eyesight,  chronic  sore 
throat,  or  kidney  atfection.  TherefoiV.  no  one,  specially  a 
child,  should  be  exposed  under  the  fallacious  idea,  which 
is  criminal,  that  children  should  have  this  disease  before 
advancing  to  manhood  or  womanhood.

1 think 
that  yon  Avill  have  no  difiicnlty  in  preventing  scarlet  fever 
from  spreading  beyond  the  initial  cases.

I)IvSI2sFECTIOX  AGAINST  SCARLET  FEVER.

In  the  consideration  of  this  subject,  as  in  all  other 
subjects  connected  with  disinfection,  the  two  general  fac- 
tors imist  be  considered  of  the  nature  of  the  infection  and 
the  best  means  of  destroAiim  it. 

* c? 

As  is  well  known,  infection  or  communicability  may 
be  of  two  general  varieties — the  immediate,  in  which  the 
disease  is  communicated  by  actual  contact,  and  the  me- 
diate, in  which  the  infection  is  communicated  to  articles 
or  things  and  thence  transmitted  to  others. 

The  infection  of  scarlet  fever  is  of  both  natures.  Im- 
mediate infection  certainly  can  occur  by  the  contact  of  a 
susceptible  person  with  one  suffering  from  the  disease, 
but  still  more  probable  it  is  that  the  infection  is  highly 
mediate  in  its  character  and  is  communicated  to  the  sur- 
roundings of  the  patient,  furniture  of  i-ooms.  bedding, 
clothing,  etc.,  largely  through  the  hue,  .scaly  ])articles, 
which  are  given  off  by  the  patient  and  diffused  with  the 
dust  of  the  room.  This  desquamation  constitutes  the  es- 
sentially dangerous  feature  of  scarlet  fever  from  the  point 
(►f  view  of  the  health  officer  foi-  even  after  this  desquam- 
atory  process  has  been  apparently  com]/1eted  it  may  be 
renewed  and  the  patient  again  become  capable  of  convey- 
ing  infection.  The  poison  clings  with  great  persistency 
to  clothing  of  all  kinds  and  the  furniture  of  a room,  es- 
pecially that  which  is  upholstered.  It  is  exceediimlv  ten- 
acious  in  charactei*,  and  clothing  which  ha.s  been  put  away 
for  months,  or  even  for  years,  may.  unless  thoroughly  dis- 
infected. again  convev  eontagion. 
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Observations  which  have  been  made  from  time  to 
time  show  that  the  disea.se  ha.s  been  often  transmitted 
through  the  medium  of  the  milk  supply,  and  recent  ex- 
perience in  Detroit,  Mich.,  has  shown  that  even  when  the 
milk  ,supi>ly  is  not  at  fault,  the  disease  has  been  commun- 
icated through  the  medium  of  milk  tickets  which  were  re- 
peatedly used. 

the  specific  germ  of  the  disease  is  not  known.  There- 
fore, disinfection  of  rooms  or  apartments  where  the  dis- 
ease has  prevailed  must  be  conducted  on  general  prin- 
ciples. These  disinfecting  proce.sses  differ  in  no  wise  from 
those  employed  for  the  other  acute  infections  or  com- 
municable diseases.  The  poison,  while  very  enduring,  is 
probably  of  a not  very  resistent  nature,  which  is  fortunate 
in  view  of  the  high  contagiousness  of  the  disea.se  and  its 
serious  nature  when  prevalent  in  epidemic  form. 

It  IS  desired  to  dwell  with  particular  emphasis  upon 
the  danger  which  accompanies  the  desquamatory  stage  of 
the  disea.se,  which  makes  it  different  from  the  other  a^’cute 
infectious  diseases.  The  effort  must  be  not  only  to  de- 
stroy the  contagion  conveyed  in  these  particles’,  but  to 
prevent  the  scattering  of  the  said  particles  into  the 
apartment  where  they  become  mingled  with  the  dust  al- 
ways present  in  the  atmosphere.  Therefore,  each  case  of 
scarlet  fever  must  be  a study  in  itself.  Ao  hard  and  fast 
rule  can  be  laid  down  as  to  the  period  of  time  after  the 
appearance  of  the  disease  when  disinfection  should  be 
])racticed.  So  long  as  the  desquamation  of  the  jiatient 
continues,  so  long  is  he  or  .she  liable  to  reinfect  a room 
or  aiiartment  which  has  already  been  di.sinfected,  no  mat- 
tei*  how  thorough  that  disinfection  has  been.  Observation 
alone  can  detennine  this  point,  and  until  the  desquama- 
tion has  cea.^ed  or  means  have  been  taken  to  minimize  its 

danger,  it  is  useless  to  undertake  the  disinfection  of  the 
sick  room. 

Mucli  may  be  accoiiiplislied  in  Tlie  matter  of  pre- 
vention of  spread  of  flie  disease  by  the  thorough  bathinc^ 
of  the  patient  witli  autiseptie  baths,  followed  by  innnetion 
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with  auy  of  the  animal  or  vegetable  oils,  or  with  a vaseline 
which  has  been  rendered  mildly  antiseptic  with  carbolic 
acid,  boracic  acid,  etc. 


METHODS  OF  DISINFECTION. 


As  before  remarked,  all  methods  are  applicable,  and 
if  faithfully  and  intelligently  apjilied  all  are  probably 
efficacious.  Obyionsly  there  must  be  a difference  in  the 
methods,  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  articles  or  ma- 
terials to  be  disinfected.  For  the  mattress  of  the  sick 
room  a surface  disinfection  may  be  accomplished,  either 
by  formaldeliyd  gas,  or  sulphur  dioxide,  or,  if  the  infec- 
tion is  supposed  to  be  deep  seated,  \yliich  it  possibly  may 
be,  steam  or  immersion  in  hot  water  may  be  required. 

Steam  should  only  be  applied  in  apparatus  siiecially 
designed  to.  obtain  sufficient  action,  and  if  immersion  in 
hot  ^yater  is  the  method  determined  upon,  care  must  be 
exercised  that  the  article  to  be  disinfected  is  totally  sub- 
merged, that  the  water  is  at  the  actual  boiling  point,  and 

that  the  boiling  continue  for  twenty  minuti^  or  half  an 
hour. 

Particular  attention  should  be  taken  to  etfectually 
sterilize  the  dust  of  the  liying  room,  and  the  walls,  ceil- 
ing and  door  of  the  apartment.  Carpets,  if  any.  should 
be  remoyed  and  treated  either  by  steam,  by  immersion  in 
hot  water,  or  by  thorough  exposure  to  one  of  the  gaseous 
disinfectants  to  be  considered  hereafter,  q^ie  walls,  ceil- 
ing and  door  had  better  be  thoroughly  wijied  down  with 
a solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury,  1-1000  in  strength,  or 
carbolic  acid  of  a strength  of  .5  jier  cent.  This  cleaning 
must  be  thorough,  as  any  dereliction  will  almost  certainly 
meet  its  punishment  in  a renewal  of  the  infection. 

Disinfection  with  suljihur  dioxide  would  be  jierfectly 
efficient  against  scarlet  feyer,  but  is  open  to  the  objection 
that,  when  applied  in  the  j)ro])er  germicidal  strength  for 
a sufficient  length  of  time,  it  will  injure  or  1*11^1  any 

clothing,  hangings,  upholstery,  and  furniture  which  may 
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be  subjected  to  its  action.  Uudoubtediv  it  will  some  times 

e limitation  as  to  usefulness  mentioned  above  SV-  to  4 

tightly  closed  room  to  every  1,000  feet  of  space  all  cracks 
^ndows  and  doors  being  tightly  sealed,  and  the  room 
^lould  be  kept  closed  from  twelve  to  twentv-four  hours 
Due  care  should  be  taken  that  the  vessels  in  which  the 
sulphur  IS  burned  should  be  immersed  in  other  vessel 
containing  water,  which,  by  its  vaporization,  renders  th! 
sulphur  dioxide  germicidally  active,  and  without  which 
■moisture  the  process  is  useless. 

I'robably  formaldehyd  is  the  best  germicide  for  the 
disinfection  of  the  sick  room  or  for  the  bedding 
fabrics  therein  contained,  with  the  possible  excepdon  of 
ma  tresses.  Four  methods  of  using  the  fornialdeE^ 
be  mentioned,  namely:  ‘ 

First.  The  sheet  method. 

Second.  The  Kuhn  lamp. 

Third.  By  evolving  formaldehyd  from  its  waterv  so 
lutioii  by  apparatus  without  pressure;  and 
Fourth.  By  the  autoclave.

alcohol  by  passing  it  over  a platinized  surface  in  a state 
of  incandescence.  The  method  requires  the  use  of  about 
^0  ounces  of  wood  alcohol  to  about  each  1.000  cubic  feet ' 
of  space,  and  the  time  of  exposure  should  be  not  ies,  tSn 
s.x  lmur.s,  counting  from  the  time  when  the  alcohol  is  all 
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volatilized.  One  objection  that  has  been  made  is  that  it 
may  require  a mimber  of  lamps  or  generators.  This  may 
be  avoided  by  placing  the  generator  immediately  within 
the  door  of  the  apartment  undergoing  disinfection  upon 
a board  or  other  suitable  contrivance.  The  apparatus 
may  be  withdrawn  after  the  completion  of  the  volatiliza- 
tion of  the  alcohol  (about  an  hour  and  a half)  by  quickly 
opening  the  door  and  withdrawing  it  by  means  of  a cord 
or  ro])e  ])reviously  attached  to  it.  This  can  he  quickly 
done  without  loss  of  gas,  and  the  a])paratus  is  then  avail- 
able for  use  in  another  a])artment. 

Third.  The  third  method  involves  the  employment  of 
various  forms  of  formaldehyd  regenerating  apparatus,  of 
which  the  Trenner-Lee,  the  Lentz,  and  others  too  numer- 


ous to  mention,  may  be  accepted  as  types. 

The  ])rocess  depends  upon  the  principle  of  evolving 
without  pressure  formaldehyd  gas  from  its  waterv  so- 
lution, to  which  1 per  cent,  of  glycerin  has  been  added. 
The  process  is  one,  so  to  speak,  of  disinfection  by  distilla- 
tion. The  ai)])aratus  is  in  sight  and  the  gas  is  injected 
into  the  room  or  apartment  through  the  key  hole  by 
means  of  a flexible  tube.  Twenty  ounces  of  formaldehyd 
solution,  with  the  addition  of  1 per  cent,  of  glycerin 
should  be  used  for  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space,  and  the 
apartment  kept  closed  for  six  hours. 


Fourth.  Disinfection  by  the  autoclaves  manufac- 
tuied  In  the  Kuy-Schurer  Company  and  the  Kensington 
Engine  Works,  differs  from  the  above  process  in  that  the 
formaldehyd  gas  is  generated  by  heating  formalin  with  a 
neutral  salt  in  a retort  under  a pressure  of  at  least  45 
pounds  to  the  square  inch.  At  least  10  ounces  of  fluid 
should  be  used  for  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space,,  and  the 
time  of  exposure  may  be  varied  from  two  to  twenty-four 
^ hours:  six  hours  in  general  practice  would  be  amply  suf- 
ficient, but  care  must  be  taken  that  to  the  formaldehyd 
solution  is  added  20  per  cent  of  a neutral  salt,  such  as 
borax  or  calcium  chloride,  and  that  the  pressure  in  the 
apparatus  is  from  45  to  GO  pounds  per  square  inch.  The

‘‘The  remedy  we  have  to  suggest  is  compulsory  vac- 
cination. If  such  a law  were  passed  by  the  Legislature 
and  signed  by  the  Governor,  suppose  we  see  what  would 
be  its  effects.  The  large  number  of  the  intelligent  people 
of  the  State  who  realize  the  value  of  vaccination,  and  who 
have  a due  regard  for  their  health  and  the  prevention  of 
disease,  Avould  not  be  affected  by  such  a law,  because  thev 
have  already  been  vaccinated.  ' Likewise  the  school  chil- 
dren of  many  independent  school  districts  and  emplo^^es 
of  certain  railroads,  etc.,  etc.

“A  hen  a State  has  so  much  territory  exposed  to 
Mexico,  where  the  disease  constantly  exists,  this  plan  is 
especially  indicated.  Ample  provision  can  be  made  for 

vaccinating  the  poor,  thereby  working  ho  hardshii)  uiion 
anv  one. 

“Such  a law  will  stamp  out  the  disease  within  a 
short  time,  save  the  people  thousands  of  dollars,  do  away 
with  Quarantining,  which  proves  so  detrimental  to  com-

"Deinand.s  for  the  investigation  of  the  outbreaks  of 
smallpox  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  are  now  of  daily 
oeenrrence  It  has  frequently  hap})ened  of  late  that  the 
^eeretary  has  been  called  on  the  same  day.  by  tele'^raoh 
or  telephone,  to  as  many  as  four  different  iilaees  bi  the 
^tate  on  aeconnt  of  smalljuix.  It  is  manifestly  impossible 
for  him  to  answer  all  rails  in  iierson.  nor  is ‘it  necessary 
or  even  wise  that  he  should.  The  State  Board  of  Healt’h 
has  a]ipointed  physicians  in  various  ])arts  of  the  State 
as  Medical  Inspectors  for  the  Board.  These  Insiiectors 
\\ere  selected  with  nincli  care,  and  with  special  reference 
to  their  experience  in  recognizing  and  dealing  with  small- 
pox \\  hen  It  IS  actually  neces.sary  for  an  investigation 
to  be  made,  and  neither  a member  of  the  Board  nor  the 
Secretary  can  gx>.  an  Inspector  will  be  sent.  It  is  not  nec- 
es.sai^  that  every  outbreak  of  smallpox  should  be  investi 
gated  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  It  is  essential  that 
an  early  and  })ositive  diagnosis  be  made  in  all  suspected 
case.s.  The  ])resent  epidemic  has  suffered  great  diflicnltv 
m this  resjiect.  as  the  great  majority  of  cases  do  not  fol- 
low the  descriptions  laid  down  in  the  text  books;  and 
smiallpox  for  many  years  previous  had  been  sndi  a rare 
disease  that  many,  perhajis  the  majority  of  onr  iihvs- 
icians.  had  never  seen  a case  of  the  disease.  The  present 
epidemic,  hove\er.  has  j)re\’ailed  for  nearly  three  years 
and  the  medical  journals  have  published  good  descrip- 
tions of  the  generally  mild  and  often  typical  cases  we  are 
having.  The  State  Board  of  Health  has  also  distributed 
an  illustrated  Damphlet  describing  smallpox  as  it  has  jire- 
sented  itself  during  the  ejiidemic.  There  can.  therefore, 
be  no  occasion  for  calling  iijion  the  Board  to  establisli 
the  diagnosis  in  each  outbreak. 


I h^sici<lns  maw  in  some  doubtful  (‘ases,  refn.se  to 
take  the  responsibility  of  deciding  the  question,  and  in 
this  e\  ent  the  State  Board  will  send  some  one  to  establish, 
if  ])ossil)le.  the  diagnosis.  hen  a physician  rejiorts  a 
case  to  the  local  health  authorities  as  smalljiox  th(‘re 
should  rarely  be  any  other  question  for  them  to  consider 
except  how  to  prevent  siiread  of  the  di.sease. 

“It  is  true  that  merchants  are  loth,  as  a rule,  to  ad- 
mit that  smalljiox  has  appeared  in  their  commiinitv.  and 
they  often  insist  upon  calling  upon  the  State  Board,  hop- 
ing the  diagnosis  will  be  changed.

“It  is  time  that  merchants  art*  loth,  as  a i*nlt*.  to  ad- 
mit that  smaIl])ox  has  a])])t*art*tl  in  their  eommnnitv.  anti 
11n*y  t)ften  insist  n])on  calling  upon  tin*  State  H>oard.  hop- 
ing I lit*  diagnosis  will  he  ehangt*d.  Local  Hoartls  t»f  lleall  h. 
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authority  to  employ  physicians  to  examine  and  re- 
port upon  suspected  cases,  and  the  State  Board  should 
not  be  called  upon  for  diagnostic  purposes,  when  it  is 
possible  by  local  aid  to  positively  establish  the  nature  of 
a susjiected  case. 

“The  local  authorities  naturally  look  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  for  aid  and  advice  in  preventing  the 
.spread  of  smallpox.  The  Board  stands  readv  at  all  times 
to  render  every  possible  assistance  in  this  direction.  The 
Board  has  adopted  and  promulgated  rules  for  dealing 
with  smallpox  which  includes  the  essential  measures  for 
dealing  with  the  disease.  It  has  also  had  prepared  a cir- 
cular on  disinfection,  and  one  on  the  prevention  of  small- 
pox, intended  for  public  distribution.  These  are  sent  to 
the  various  commnuities  where  smallpox  appears. 

“There  are  many  questions,  however,  that  arise  in 
dealing  with  smallpox  that  require  special  attention.  In 
most  instances  these  can  be  answered  by  telephone  or 
letter,  and  do  not  necessitate  a personal  visit  by  the  Sec- 
retary or  other  representative  of  the  State  Board.  Each 
mail  of  late  brings  in  numerous  letters  from  local  author- 
ities asking  for  advice  upon  questions  often  of  a special 
local  character,  requiring  an  early  response.  Advice  of 
this  character  is  sought  daily  by  telephone. 

“As  an  example,  recently  a local  authority  reported 
by  telephone  having  just  found  a man  in  a saloon  broken 
out  with  smallpox.  He  wanted  to  know  if  he  could  quar- 
antine the  saloon  and  its  inmates;  if  he  could  seize  an 
empty  building  and  convert  it  into  a pest  house;  if  he 
could  have  a pest  house  built,  and  what  was  best  to  be 
done  under  these  circumstances.  Similar  questions  are 
constantly  arising  wherein  the  local  authorities  need  to 
be  promptly  advised  as  to  their  powers  and  duties. 

“This  article  was  written  to  show  that  many  differ- 
ent localities  are  asking  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the 
State  Board  at  this  time  in  reference  to  smallpox.  That 
the  Board  is  not  only  willing,  but  anxious,  to  help  local 
authorities  to  the  extent  of  its  powers.  That  in  many 
eases  the  required  aid  can  be  given  without  a personal 
visit;  that  local  authorities  should  not  shirk  their  respon- 
sibilities, and  should  call  upon  the  State  Board  for  a per- 
sonal visit  only  when  they  are  unable  to  deal  with  the 
emergencv.’’

Zealous  efforts  have  been  made  to  eradicate  smallpox 
from  Florida  during  the  past  year,  and  its  appearance 
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»ow  and  a^ain  lias  been  dne  to  reimportation  from  otlier 
states,  and  in  a great  part  indiiferenee  and  studied  se- 
cretneness  by  a population  wliioli  most  generally  acts  as 
an  impediment  to  all  measures  ealcnlated  to  bmiefit  the 
.sanitary  conditions  of  the  State.  It  has  mit  been  dne  to 
an^  lack  of  earnest  endeavor  on  the  jiart  of  the  State 
hoard  of  Health  to  get  rid  of  this  most  annoying\and 
loathsome  disease.  Jt  was  recognized  early  in  the  lio-ht 
against  this  trouble  that  occasional  cases  of  ontbreaks'^of 
small])ox  would  occur  throngh  inpiortation  of  negro  labor 
from  neighboring  States  in  which  coniimratiyely  little 
enorl  has  been  made  to  jireyent  a sjiread  or  to  stamp  out 
le  disease,  hrom  the  mildness  of  seizures  which  has  geii- 
erall\  charaa-terized  the  smallpox  in  the  United  States  of 
late  years,  disputes  have  arisen  as  to  the  correct  nature 
oi^  this  disorder,  and  it  has  been  termed  ‘•chickenpox,’^ 
“Unban  itch.”  “bniii])ers”  and  a variety  of  expressions 
Avliich  in  their  simplicity  convey  no  dread  or  idea  of  dan- 
ger. Smallpox  lias  thus  been  alloAved  to  jiropagate  and 
distribute  itself,  until  at  this  writing  thei*e  is  scarcely 
any  city  of  any  size  in  the  United  States  from  which  re- 
ports of  smallpox  do  not  aiijiear.  and  in  some  in  an  alarm- 
ing state  of  prevalence.  For  instance,  in  a small  toAvn 
111  Nebraska,  of  a ])oi)nlation  of  from  April  to  De- 
cember there  Avere  451  cases.  Cases  of  smallpox  which 
have  occurred  in  Florida  have  occasioned  no  alarm,  be- 
cause. acting  under  the  instructions  and  demands  of  a 
statute  passed  at  the  Legislative  session  of  1SS9.  the  State 
Board  of  Health  has  given  attention  to  every  outbreak 
and  isolated  eases  of  this  sickness  Avhich  have  been  re- 
ported or  been  found,  when  investigating  other  sanitary 
subjects.  Special  medical  agents  of  the  Jhiard.  under  in- 
struction from  the  executive  office  of  the  Board,  promptly 
respond  to  every  call  and  give  snjiervision  to  the  man-

and  prejudiced  class  in  their  foolish  opj)osition  against 
one  of  the  greatest  boons  which  has  ever  been  given  to 
mankind.'*  The  entire  article  of  the  rejtort  of  1000  on  the 
subject  of  small])ox  could  be  i*i^])rodnced  here,  and.  it  is 
thought,  withmit  a change  of  needless  repetition,  for  it 
is  oul\  by  ‘dine  uj)on  line,  ])recept  njjon  ])recej)t’'  that 
sanitary  teachings  are  imj)ressed,  or  elfect  a due  realiza- 
tion of  obligation  by  the  jteople.  The  (juestion  of  expense 
in  the  management  of  smallpox,  as  well  as  other  diseases 
and  departments  connected  with  the  Estate  Hoard  of 
Health  administration,  is  frequently  referred  to  and 
dwelt  upon,  and  explanation  therewith  elaborately  fur- 
nished, because  of  the  i)roneness  of  human  nature  to  crit- 
icise and  the  unreasonableness  of  a few  who  view  the 
money  side  of  the  question  rather  than  the  benefit  de- 
rived by  the  people  in  comfort  and  confidence.  A dignified 
trust  and  implicit  faith  is  reposed  and  expressed  bv  neigh- 
boring States  of  the  country  in  the  ability  of  tlm  State 
Board  of  Health  of  Florida  to  entirely  and  successfully 
control  all  conditions  unfavorable  to  the  health  of  the 
people  of  Florida,  which  should  in  a measure  compen- 
sate for  pecuniary  outlays. 

In  preparing  citations  of  statistics  for  the  informa- 
tion of  this  Honorable  House,  your  Committee  is  over-

It  is  stated.  n])on  excellent  authority,  that  there  have 
been  about  three  hundred  thousand  cases  of  sniall])ox  in 
the  I lilted  States  since  the  early  ]>art  of  1S08.  A remark- 
able fact  connected  with  this,  is  that  the  disease  has  been 
almost  nnknown  in  those  States  where  vaccination  has 
been  looked  after  for  years — princijially  the  New  lAiohnid 
States,  which  are  the  oldest  and  jiossiblv  the  most  ex- 
perienced in  matters  of  public  health  iirotection.  Those 
proo-ressive  commoiiwealths  have  jireached  and  ])racticed 
vaccination  for  many  years,  and  the  results  show  for 
themselves.

About  the  time  the  Legislature  was  last  in  session 

the  .s])ring  of  IS!)!)— an  outbreak  of  smaIl})ox  occurred  in 
Hadsden  county,  there  being  as  many  as  100  cases.  The 
matter  was  vigorously  taken  hold  of  by  the  State  Health 
authorities,  vaccination  was  rigidly  condneted.  with  the 
result  that  the  epidemic  was  shortly  controlled,  and  from 
that  day  to  this  there  has  not  been  another  case  of  small- 
})ox  in  that  comity.

])ox,  althono-li  very  often  exposed,  it  is  tlieir  ciistom  to 
revaccinate  tlieniselves  whenever  a case  of  variola  a])]>ears 
in  theii*  vicinity.  Should  this  be  practiced  by  all  i)ersons. 
an  e])ideinic  of  snialljjox  would  be  nnknown. 

As  to  compulsory  vaccination.  Dr.  Abn.  (\  (hitler,  a 
noted  writer  on  this  and  kindi-ed  subjects,  savs: 

••To  a superticial  investi<><itor,  coni])nlsoVy  vaccina- 
tion may  apjiear  to  be  an  infi-ingement  uj)on  the  })ersonal 
lights  of  ,in  indi\idual.  but  wlien  his  relations  to  s(Htiet\' 
are  such  that  he  becomes  dan<>erous  to  tlie  life  and  healtli 
of  othei's.  he  should  then  be  considered  a nuisance,  and 
legally  treated  as  such.  A law  which  comjiels  vaccination 
reaches  beyond  the  jiresent  question,  and  atfects  the  in- 
terests of  the  commnnify.  for  every  unvaccinated  jierson 
contributes  to  the  material  that  increases  great  epidemics. 
No  city  with  a large  nnvaccinated  iioinilation  is  ever  safe 
from  the  ravages  of  small])Ox.” 

Dr.  ( ’ai-j)entei',  whose  etfoi-ts  in  behalf  of  the  hygienic 
good  of  man  have  been  most  eaimest  and  successfiik  was 
a zealous  advocate  of  compulsory  vaccination.  He  main 
tained  that  it  is  the  i-ight  and  the  duty  of  the  vState  to  a(*t 
for  the  good  of  the  ])ublic  in  matters  Of  health  as  well  as 
of  education:  that  society  should  be  protected  against 
disea.se  and  death  as  well  as  against  illiteracy. 

The  etti(*acy  of  vaccination  as  a jireventive  of  small- 
])Ox  is  doubted  by  no  nnjirejudiced  j)erson.  Small])ox  will 
ne\ ei  be  blotted  out  of  the  list  of  existing  diseases  until 
the  i)ractice  of  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  is  extended 
and  enforced. 

In  connection  with  any  (piestion  as  to  the  legality  of 
<‘om})ulsory  vaccination,  your  rommittee  i*es])ectfull v a]>- 
pend  the  following  decision  of  the  Sni)reme  (’ouid  of  the 
State  of  North  Dai-olina.  which  is  the  first  State,  we  be- 
lieve, to  j)ass  such  a law:

Our  Sui)reme  Oourt.  says  the  Bullet  in  of  the  North 
( arolina  Itoard  of  Health,  has  just  I'endered  a decision  af- 
firming the  right  of  county  and  municipal  authorities  to 
enforce  conij)ulsory  vaccination — greatly  to  oiir  satisfac- 
tion, for  an  adverse  decision  would  have  been  fi-aught 
with  the  gravest  conse(pience  to  our  ])eoi)le.  It  gives  ns 
therefore  much  ])leasure  to  print  below  the  able  o})inion 
of  the  (\)nrt  as  delivered  by  Justice  Hark.  Heai-ing  as  it

.specifna Ilyin  regard  to  vaccination,  contaiin^  ainoin^ 
other  iirovi.sions  this  ehuise:  "The  authorities  of  anv 

city  or  town  or  the  hoard  of  connly  coniniissioners  of  anv 
county  may  make  .such  regulations  and  provi.sions  for  the 
vuccinadon  of  its  inhabitants  under  the  direction  of  the 
local  or  county  boards  of  health  or  a comniittee  cho.sen  for 
the  |)ur])ose,  and  imj>ose  such  jienalties  as  thev  deem 
necessary  to  nrotect  ])ublic  health."

It  is  the  urgent  cause  why  any  governmeut 
IS  established,  for.  as  Burke  says,  anv  g-overnmeut  is 
a necessary  evil."  ' ' 

H is  however,  a much  les.ser  evil  than  the  intolerable 
slate  of  things  which  would  e.xist  if  there  was  no  "overn- 
ment  to  bridle  the  ab.solute  right  of  every  110111" to  do 
that  which  seems  right  in  his  own  eyes."  like  the  Israel- 
ites  m days  of  :\[icha.  The  above  maxim,  quoted  from 
Lord  Lacon,  is  placed  approju-iately  first  bv  Broom  in  his 
treatise  on  -Legal  Maxims"  with  this  just  observation.

The  Snprmne  (\nirt  of  Pennsylvania  has  rendered  a 
decision  siistainiii”'  the  jiolicy  of  comjinlsory  vaccination 
in  that  State.  The  case  under  consideration*  was  broiio-ht 
^ father  of  a child  Avho  was  refused  admittance  in  a 
city  school  because  he  had  not  been  vaccinated  The 
teaclier  relied  upon  a statute  enacted  in  and  also 

on  a rule  adopted  by  the  Hoard  of  Pdncation  reipiirino- 
vaccination  as  one  condition  of  admittance  to  the  school.^ 
The  lower  court  gave  jiidgment  in  favor  of  the  teat  her 
and  the  Supreme  ('oiirt  lias  affirmed  the  jiidgineiH.  In 
The  opinion  the  court  says: 

"Whether  a resolution  excluding  fro,,,  the  school 
pnjiils  who  have  not  been  vaccinated  is  a reasonable  one 
to  be  judged  of  in  its  first  instance  by  the  School  Direc- 
tors. In  the  present  state  of  medicai  knowledge  and  of 
convincing  opinion  of  those  having  charge  of  the  iniblic 
health,  the  courts  will  not  say  that\snch  a resolution  is  an 
abuse  of  official  discretion." 

The  Philadeljihia  lA^dger.  commenting  niioii  the  case 

savs: 

« 

"The  statute  and  the  rules  now  existing  on  the  subject 
of  coni])iilsory  vaccination  were  made  for  the  in-otection 
of^  the  public.  A few  persons  may  not  believe  in  the 
efficacy  of  vaccination,  and  do  object  to  it  on  other 
grounds;  but  they  imist  yield  for  the  common  good.  The 
objei  toi  s deiiA  that  vaccination  is  for  the  common  good. 
Others  will  not.  if  they  can  avoid  it,  submit  to  (jiiaiTmtin- 
iiig  in  scarlet  fever,  yelloAv  fever  or  diphtheria.  These 
peojile  are.  not  doubt,  perfectly  honest  in  maintaining  this 
position,  but  the  great  weight  of  medical  aiithorUy  is 
against  them,  and  the  courts  will  uphold  the  health

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A BILL 

TO  BE  ENTITLED 

An  Act  antlioriziiig  the  Passage  of  Ordinances  by  Incor- 
jiorated  Cities  and  Towns,  and  the  Promulgation  of 
Kiiles  and  Kegiilations  by  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
to  Enforce  and  Compel  the  Vaccination  and  Bevac- 
cination  of  Citizens  and  Residents  of  the  State  of 
Florida,  and  Prescribing  the  Duties  of  Certain  Offi- 
cials and  Persons  to  that  End,  and  Providing  Certain 
Penalties  for  Failure,  Refusal  or  Veglect  to  Comply 
with  the  Provisions  of  the  Same. 

Be  it  enacted  l)y  the  Legislature  of  the  Slate  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen of  every  incorporated  city  or  town  in  this  State 
may  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  vaccination  and  revac- 
cination with  fresh  bovine  virus,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Health  Authorities  of  said  cities  or  towns,  or  of  some 
competent  physician  appointed  for  that  purpose,  of  all 
the  citizens  and  residents  of  such  cities  and  towns,  ex- 
cepting such  persons  as  obtain  the  certificate  of  a re- 
putable ph’N  sician  that  vaccination  would  be  dangerous 
to  health.  Such  ordinances  shall  establish  the  periods  of 
time,  satisfactory  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  within 
which  vaccination  and  revaccination  shall  be  required;

vm'rV’  n "''‘‘'''I'l  "'itil  llie  .tax  lew  for 

l.mi  shall  become  due  and  iiayable.  which  will  not  he  the 
case  lor  sevcn-al  months. 

II  .,II  becomes  iniimralive  for  the  State  Board  of 

e.ilth  to  very  materially  decrea.se  its  expenditures,  and 

there  seems  to  be  but  one  jmssihle  retrenciiment  open  for 
action.  Ihe  expen.ses  of  the  .Maritime  Quarantine  Service 
.lie  .irgeli  covered  by  fees  charged  for  in.sjiection  and  dis- 
infection. The  ordinary  ('X|)enses  of  the  Hoard,  inclndiim 
ye  compensation  of  its  ollicers  and  agents,  are  adminis- 
tered as  econoniicaliv.as  good  service  will  iiermit.  The 
yst  of  the  care  of  siIiall])ox  case.s.  I understand,  dnrine 
the  past,  has  been  nearly  Ihree-fonrths  of  the  total  e.x’ 
pen.s-e.s  of  the  Board,  and  it  occurs  to  me  that  relrenchment 
mmst  be  made  in  this  item  of  expen.se,  not  onlv  as  heiii"- 
the  largest  ex])ense  of  tlie  Hoard,  bnt  also,  because  it  is 
an  ex])eiise  which  until  recently  has  been  met  hv  the 
several  counties  in  the  care  of  disease  occurring  within 
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their  respective  limits.  It  is  true,  that  Chapter  4695,  of 
the  Acts  of  1899,  approved  May  24th,  was  unquestionably 
intended  to  fix  the  necessary  costs  and  expenses  of  the 
care  of  contagious  and  infectious  disease  as  between  the 
city,  county  and  State,  and  required  the  State  to  pay  such 
expenses  after  the  State  had  assumed  care  of  the  same, 
but  I do  not  read  into  the  law  any  necessity  for  the  State 
to  assume  charge  of  sporadic  or  isolated  cases,  and  I sug- 
gest that  the  State  Board  of  Health  notify  the  Mayors  of 
the  larger  cities  and  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  the  State  that  in  the  future,  certainly 
until  the  Board  shall  be  in  funds,  it  will  only  assume 
charge  of  cases  of  disease  and  become  responsible  for  at- 
tendant expenses  only  when  the  State  Health  Officer  ''shall 
determine  that  such  disease  is  contagious  or  infectious 
and  a menace  to  the  public  health  of  the  citizens  of  the 
State.'’  In  other  words,  when  such  disease  threatens  to 
reach  be^’ond  the  control  of  the  local  authorities,  and  be- 
fore an  epidemic  threatens  the  health  of  the  State  at 
large. 

Please  assure  the  State  Board  of  Health  that  I make 
these  suggestions  because  I do  not  see  an}*  other  adequate 
solution  of  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  situation^  and 
think  that  very  likel,y  the  next  Legislature  will  pass  some 
relief  measure  in  behalf  of  the  cities  and  counties  which 
are  put  to  extraordinary  expense  by  the  necessities  of  the 
case.

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TEOPOSED  AGREEMENT 

BETAYEEX  THE  U.  S.  TREASURY  DEPARTMENT  (MARINE  HOS- 
PITAL service)  and  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  OF 

FLORIDA. 

1.  The  Treasury  Department  (Marine  Hospital  Ser- 
mce)  ^\ill  lease  the  Quarantine  Sterilizing  and  Inspection 
Stations  belonging  to  and  now  operated  bv  the  State  of 
Florida,  with  the  exception  of  the  Tampca  Bay  Quaran- 
Dne  Station  (Mullet  Key),  for  three  years,  at  a nominal 

per  annum. 

2.  Immediately  thereafter  there  shall  be  an  ap- 
piaisement  of  the  value  of  the  propert}"  belonging  to  the 
State  at  each  Quarantine  Station.  This  aiipraisement  to 
be  made  by  a representative  of  the  Treasury  Department 
a representative  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Florida^ 
and  a third  person  who  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  the  Treasury  Department. 

3.  The  Treasury  Department  agrees  to  recommend 
to  Congress  appropriations  sufficient  to  pay  for  said  prop- 
erty in  accordance  with  said  valuation, ‘and  the  State 
Board  of  Health  will  transfer  the  said  property  to  the 
Treasur^^  Department  on  receipt  of  said  amounts. 

4.  Should  the  Treasury  Department  (U.  S.  Marine 
Hospital  Service)  control,  by  lease  or  otherwise,  be  dis- 
continued, then  the  improvements  made  bv  the  United 
States  Government  will  be  taken  by  the  State  and  paid 

for  at  a valuation  to  be  agreed  upon  or  determined  bv  ar- 
bitration. 

5.  The  United  States  Treasury  Department  through 
the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  Service,  will  continue 
with  the  approval  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  the 
employment  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  emplovces 
now  connected  with  the  stations,  unless  there  be  ob- 
jections to  their  efficiency  or  competency. 

G.  In  the  event  of  the  acceptance  of  this  agreement 
the  Treasury  Department  (United  States  Marine  Hos- 
pital Service)  will  recommend  to  Congress  appropriations 
for  the  immediate  improvement  of  the  stations,  to  secure 
the  most  expeditious  and  thorough  service  at  all  points.

AS  A Kefuge  (Quarantine  Station, — Is  a subject  so 
intimately  connected  with  the  question' of  an  eflicieiit  co- 
operative quarantine  service  on  the  part  of  the  Federal 
Goveruiuent,  in  ])reveiitiiio-  epidemic  contagious  disease  in- 
troduction to  the  State  of  Florida — and  for  that  matter, 
to  the  entire  (lulf  jiorts — that  a more  than  jiassing  refer- 
ence is  called  for.  and  the  earnest  consideration  lyy  the 
Board  of  this  important  matter  is  requested  at  this  Gme, 
with  a view  of  inviting  attention  of  the  State  Legislature! 
soon  to  be  convened,  and  through  that  body,  of  the  Con- 
gressional Delegation  of  Florida  in  the  National  Legis- 
lature at  Washington. 

On  the  1st  of  December  this  ollice  was  informed  that 
the  United  States  Quarantine  at  Tortugas  was  tempora 
1 iB  closed  , this  information  caused  no  alarm  and  needed 
no  especial  comment  because  quarantine  work  is  rarely 
performed  in  the  winter  season  and  owing  to  the  satis- 
factory iirecautions  that  were  being  taken  at  the  several 
poits  of  Cuba,  Florida  was  not  liable  to  incur  any 
increased  risk  from  the  temporary  closure  of  that  verv 
important  infection  sentinel. 

It  has  been  discovered,  however,  that  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  tlie  ^avy  Department  to  use  Tortugas  as  a Xaval 
coal  station  and  to  ])ermanently  jirevent  the  use  of  the 
group  of  Keys  as  a Quarantine  Station,  and  also,  that  the 
Treasury  Department  is  seeking  another  location  at  which 
to  establish  a Station  for  the  treatment  of  infected  vessels. 
These  develoiiments  give  rise  to  much  concern  as  to  the 
welfare  of  the  State  and  compels  this  office  to  enter  into 
some  details  in  regard  to  Tortugas  as  a suitable  place  for 
a “Kefuge  (Quarantine*’  and  the  actual  necessity  of  an  out- 
lying and  safe  location  for  one. 

Idle  State  Health  Olticer  has  had  some  knowledge  of 
the  Florida  Keys  and  waters  since  his  childhood.  andWu'v- 
ed  as  an  Army  :\Iedieal  Officer  at  Tortugas  for  several 
years  between  1870  and  1878.  and  considers  that  the 
knowledge  and  exjierience.  gained  in  a fairlv  long 
life  warrants  him  in  jiresenting  some  facts  in 
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relation  to  Tortugas  as  a Quarantine  Station  and 
pci  contra  as  a Military  stronghold,  wliicli  would 
have  a forcible  bearing  on  the  general  Government  should 
also  hopefully  call  a halt  on  the  proposition  of  the  Xavt 
and  leave  a chance  for  safety  from  panic  and  pest  to  the 

pe.;t.stidirse« 

The  effects  of  panic  resulting  from  proximitv  to 
quarantinable  diseases  are  well  known;  the  con.sec|uence 

those  diseases  are  a bitter  remembrance  to  those  who 
survive. 

The  sailor  at  sea  must  not  be  forgotten-  the  m-in 
who  does  the  round  worldvs  work  as  honestly  a.s  the  shore 
man  does  not,  ns  eniitled  to  as  prompt  and  efficient  aid, 
comfort  and  protection  as  the  people  can  give  him  with- 
out  imminent  risk  to  themselves.  It  is  the  dutv  of  I’ublic 
Officials  to  shelter  the  innocent,  but  no  less  to  arraiio-e 

for  iirompt  and  decent  care  for  those  who  uuknowiii<^Tv 
maA  be  disease  carriers.  ^ " 

The  group  of  small  islands  known  as  “Tortimas**  is 
situated  G4  miles  due  west  from  Key  West;  on  oue^’of  the 
mner  Leys  a large  Fort  (Fort  Jefferson)  was  built 
between  18o3  and  1870  at  a cost  of  |15,000.000  exclusive 
ot  salaries  of  Army  Officers  and  Soldiers. 

Various  difficulties  in  maintaining  the  Post,  includ- 
ing  too  frequent  occurrences  of  Yellow  Fever,  caused  its 
partial  abandonment  in  1874  and  total  abandonment  as 
a Military  Post  in  ISiS.  Many  well  informed  Militarv 
men  protested  against  the  location  as  a militarv  aid:  in 
due  time  the  army  forsook  it  for  points  of  vantao-e.  Sev- 
eral attempts  were  made  in  Army  circles  to  reclaim  or 

Jefferson  between  1878  and 
1888  but  the  voiced  experience  of  the  skilled  men  who 
had  lived  at  Tortugas  prevented  the  rehabitation. 

In  1887-8  Florida  suffered  from  the  effects  of  Yellow 
Fe\er  as  perhaps  no  State  has  ever  suffered,  and  one  of 
t e lesults  of  that  long  continued  calamitv  was  the  estab- 
ishnient  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Your  Executive 
ad  been  compelled  b}'  profession  and  environment  to 
study  the  question  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases, 
their  prevention,  restriction  and  treatmenf-,  and  thromdi 
his  experience  in  the  Army  at  Tortugas  and  Kev  We^'st 
and  as  Health  Officer  of  Key  West  and  when  consulted 
by  the  late  Dr.  Hamilton,  the  distinguished  head  of  the 
Marine  Hospital  Service,  at  that  time,  he  warnilv  ad- 
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vocated  the  ii.se  of  the  iisclcs.^  milifaru  Tortiio-as  as  a 
hoicficcnt  QuaranUnc  Station,  and  the  site  was  chosen.  *

In  considering  an  alternate  location  for  a (luarantiiie 
station  it  IS  easy  for  persons  who  do  not  know  Florida 
waters  to  say  that  satisfactory  places  should  be  easily 
found.  Unfortunately  there  is  no  other  suitable  place 
between  Miami  and  the  mouth  of  the  :^[ississippi  Eiyer 
The  experience  of  the  past  proyes  that  it  is  not  safe  to 
try  to  treat  infected  yessels  near  the  mainland. 

^ The  impression  is  held  that  disease  was  introduced 
into  lensacola  in  1S75  and  1SS2  by  jiersons  yisitiim-  ves- 
se  s at  night.  It  may  be  an  axiom  of  quarantine  man- 
agement to  say  that  a good  stretch  of  water  is  a better 
protection  than  a deck  gnardsman  or  a jiatrol  boat  can 
eyer  be.  There  must  be  sufficient  land  to  secure  against 
storms  and  hurricanes  for  the  shore  crew  and  ample  har 
bor  with  water  to  float  the  ordinary  tramp  steamer,  say 
from  twenty  to  twenty-fiye  feet.  Tortugas  offers  about 

every  needed  item,  and  is  worthless  for  any  other  tnir- 
pose.  • . ' I 

It  appears  that  during  the  excitement  and  money 
wasting  period  of  the  war  with  Spain,  the  Xayy  gained  a 
foothold  at  Tortugas  by  extraordinary  lauding  of  its  ad- 
yantages  at  a strategic  point. 

It  does  not  appear  that  those  who  laid  the  plans  erer 
had  much  experience  in  actual  war  or  had  eyer  been 
stationed  at  the  wonderful  place.  The  scheme  was  in- 
yented  in  study  rooms  and  worked  out  on  paper.  The 
Xayy  has.  during  the  past  two  and  a half  years,  erected 
coal  sheds^  constructed  a distilling  plant  and  laid  a cable 
to  Key  Aest.  Costly  and  ultimately  useless  dred<>-ino- 
has  been  done,  and  it  is  understood  that  plans  for  guarif- 
ing  the  coal  and  water  are  made  which  will  cost^nany 
millions  of  dollars.  The  nayal  plans  for  Tortugas  can- 
not hel])  the  country,  but  on  the  contrary  make  but  an- 
other pest  menace,  besides  increasing  the  risks  to  the 
ports  of  the  Gulf  coast,  which  will  be  compelled  to  re- 
ceic  e infected  cessels  that  should  be  treated  at  Tortimas.

TFIE  BUKONIC  PLAGUE  AND  NATIONAL  QUAK- 

ANTTNE. 

By  the  peo])le  in  this  eonntry  the  real  grayity  of  the 
]>lagne  inyasion  of  other  portions  of  the  globe  can  hardly 
be  appreciated.  In  fact,  it  is  not  likely  that  we  shall  take 
the  situation  really  to  heart  until  the  disease  aetnally  ap- 
pears in  some  of  onr  ports. 

The  cable  dispatches  which  constantly  appear  in  the 
Herald,  show  an  alarming  ])reyaleiice  along  the  shores  of 
the  Bed  Sea,  in  India,  iirSonth  America  and  in  New  Cal- 
edonia. In  Manila  it  has  also  gained  a secure  foothold, 
as  well  as  in  Australia,  and  the  last  intelligence  points 
to  an  ominous  denial  of  its  appearance  in  San  Fran 
cisco. 

Although  it  is  well  known  that  the  white  race  is  not 
so  ])i*one  to  attack  as  the  Asiatics,  recent  statistics  haye 
shown  that  the  former  are  not  immnue,  in  spite  of  the 
sanitary  precautions  usually  adopted. 

The  alarming  rapidity  with  which  the  scourge, 
spreads  when  it  once  gets  a start,  its  high  rate  of  mor- 
tality and  the  difficulties  encountered  in  attempts  at 
staminng  it  out  are  very  striking  object  lessons  eyen  at 
this  distant  point  of  obseryatiou. 

xVll  of  this  goes  to  proye  the  high  yalue  that  should 
be  placed  on  precautionary  measures  against  its  possible 
aj)j)earaiice  in  any  of  onr  poids.  ’ Ro  far  we  appeal*  to  be 
safe,  but  for  how  long  we  cannot  say.
